Lawton and Gen. MacArthur are ex- 
pected to be given a responsible com- 
mand of several divisions, and they 
will begin operations just as soon as 
the rainy season is declared at an end. 
The cavalry will be under command 
of Gen. Lawton, while MacArthur's 
command will be composed principally 
of infantry. One command will oper- 
ate to the north, while the other will 
probably cover the south. 

“The President has directed that the 
navy cotperate with the ‘army in the 
fall campaign, but it is expected that 
its work will be generally confined to 
Blockading. A few of the smaller gun- 
boats will, however, be sent as far in- 
land as the conditions will permit. The 
marines, too, are to play an important 
part in the operations in the vicinity 
of Cavite. Within a short time, nearly 
seven hundred marines will be on hand 
in the Philippines, and they will be as- 
signed to duty in the southern part of 
the island of Luzon, which is the hot- 
bed of the insurrection. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and Gen. Lawton will be held 
responsible for the campaign in their 
territory.”

PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


MacArthur and Lawton to Move For- 
ward at Once. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
considerable progress has been made 
by Maj.-Gen. Otis upon the plan of 
campaign he will inaugurate, imme- 
diately upon the beginning of the dry 
season. To prevent similar prepara- 
tions being made the insurgents, 
and perhaps, as a forerunner to the 
comprehensive operations to occur 
when the conditions permit, an offen- 
sive movement by the commands of 
Maj.-Gens. ‘MacArthur and Lawton 
will begin at once. 

It has been expected that this move- 
ment would have begun last week, but 
evidently either the preparations have 
not been completed or the elements 
have prevented, for up to this time so 
far as the department has been ad- 
vised, nothing has been done. The 
officials are in hourly expectation, how- 
ever, of advices showing that the col- 
umns under command of the officers 
named, have begun a new campaign 
against Aguinaldo. a 

Gen. Otis proposes to divide the army 
of 64,649 combatants and the mountain 
batteries and dynamite guns, which 
he will have in December, into two di- 
visions commanded by MacArthur and 
Lawton. One of these will operate to 
the norefi of Manila and the other to 
the west and south. Each division will 
operate in two military provinces to be 
defined by Gen. Otis, but there will 
be effective and prompt codperation 
which is desirable. It is expected that 
each commanier will have six brigades 
under his command, the remainder of 
the troops being employed to garrison 
Manila and other seaport towns 
through which the insurgents are re- 
ceiving supplies. 

Lawton will be required to make 
movements, and it is proposed to place 
the cavalry brigade under his com- 
mand. The navy and marine corps 
will also be doing effective work. It 
is understood to be the intention of the 
administration to enforce a blockade of 
the Filipino ports. This action has 
been considered upon recommendation 
of Rear-Admiral Watson, who has 
called attention to the amount of sup- 
plies which the insurgents have been 
receiving. 

The blockade which will be enforced 
will be municipal in character, so as to 
prevent any of the foreign nations seiz- 
ing upon the blockade if it were for- 
mally declared, as a pretext for the 
recognition of the Filipinos as belliger- 
ents. Gen. Heywood, commandant of 
the marine corps, said today that he 
expects that there will be more than 
70 men under Col. Pope’s command 
within the next few months. 

There have been consultations  be- 
tween Rear-Admiral Watson and Gen. 
Otis respecting the operations to be 
conducted by the marines, and it is 
-understood here that they will be given 
the Province of Cavite in which to 
operate. Cavite is the hotbed of the 


.insurrection, and the work of’the ma- 


rines will have to be supplemented, by 
the army, but the use of Col. Pope's 
command will make possible the con- 
centration of practically the entire 
military force in subjugating Agul- 
naldo. It is apparent from the pan 
of campaign prepared by Gen. Otis 
that his duty will be more of a super- 
visory and supplying character than 
anything else. He will remain in Ma- 
nila, sending supplies and troops to the 
front and keeping the two divisions in 
the best possible condition, but the 
military operations will be directed by 
the division commanders. Of course 
Gen. Otis will be charged with the re- 
sponsibility, but it is evident th™®™ the 
administration is quite satisfied to 
trust the conditions of the fie!) opera- 
tions to Gens. MacArthur and Lawton.

BORDER FIGHT 


WITH MEXICANS. 


Cowboys Try to Rescue 
a Smuggler. 


Bob Clayton Fires Upon His 
Friend’s Guards. 


This and Another Scrimmage 
Prove Fatal. 


Naco on the Line the Scene of the 
First Attack—Trouble Arises from 
the Arrest of James Herron. 
Deaths and Arrests.

[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

BISBEE (Ariz.,) Sept. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Late Saturday afternoon 
there occurred at Naco, a small town 
on the international line, nine miles 
from here, a shooting affair which 
caused the death of one American cow- 
boy and a Mexican guard, and the 
wounding of several others, and ulti- 
mately may result in the delivering 
over to Mexican authorities of four 
American citizens, who will be tried 
for murder. 

Several weeks ago, James Herron, a 
resident of La Morita, Sonora, was ar- 
rested by the Mexican line riders, 
charged with smuggling horses, and he 
was being taken by guards to Nogales 
for a hearing. While at Naco, Bob 
Clayton, an employé of the Erie Cattle 
Company, and a friend of Herron’s, 
asked permission to accompany him to 
Nogales. The Mexican officers con- 
sented, but at the same time notified 
Clayton that he would have to -disarm 
himself, giving him thirty minutes in 
which to do so. When the time was 
up the guards started toward Clayton, 
who pulled his gun and commenced 
shooting, at the same time backing to- 
ward this side of the line. The guards, 
seven in number, returned the fire, 
while two other cowboys, one named 
Franco, the other’s name beimg un- 
known, came to Clayton’s rescue. Clay- 
ton escaped to this side of the line, but 
not without receiving a bullet through 
his stomach, from the effects of which 
he died here last night. 

Capt. Molina of the Mexican guards 
was shot twice, through the right thigh 
and through the arm, neither of which 
wounds is serious. Franco was ar- 
rested by the guards and placed in jail, 
while the other cowboy escaped. 

An hour and a half later, three 


guards, who started with Herron to 
Nogales, were overtaken by a party of 
four American cowboys, friends of Her- 
ron, who were bent on rescuing him. 
A lively fight took place, resulting in 


‘the killing of a guard named Pedrogan, 


while Manuel Rivera was wounded to 
such an extent that death is expected 
hourly. The third guard escaped to 
the customhouse, and, securing ald, 
returned and drove the cowboys across 
to this side of the line. 
HERRON KEPT ON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT! 
BISBEE (Ariz.,) Sept. i11.—Herron 
refused to come back with his res- 
cuers, but continued on to Nogales, 
where he gave himself up. He 
rather chooses to face the charge 
of smuggling than to risk being taken 
by officers here, who hotd a warrant 
for him, he having escaped from the 
penitentiary at Oklahoma after having 
been sentenced for twenty-five years 
for murder.

The cowboys, since the fight, have 
been “rustling’’ horses and _ friends, 
and are heavily arming themselves, 
preparatory to a fight if an attempt is 
made to rescue Ramsey and Franco. 
There are now in this city and at 
points near here and Naco, over fifty 
of the cowboys, armed with Winches- 
ters and six-shooters. 

The Mexican guards at Naco have 
been reinforced by the addition of a 
body of twenty-five cordados under 
Lieut.-Col. Kosterlitzky, and they how 
have an armed force of nearly a 
hundred men guarding the line and 
jail in which the Americans are con- 
fined. 

Should the attempt at rescue be 
made, a serious battle will result, as 
both parties are worked up to fever 
heat over the killing. The four cow- 
boys who attacked the guards in So 
nora are well-known in this city, and 
are here tonight, not having been 
placed under arrest. Their movements 
are being watched, and they will not 
be allowed to leave the country. 

Mexican Consul Gavito Is arranging 
matters at once to have the author- 
ities here arrest and hold them until 
the proper papers can be arranged for.

State Senator Ellery Speaks of Rall. 
road’s Discrimination.

condition of affairs is not likely to con- 
tinue. The longs heavy rain yesterday, 
combined with the fact that the leaders 
of the opposing parties were all at 
Rennes, prevented any organized dem- 
onstration. Then, too, the general pub- 
lic were delighted with the verdict, as 
confirming the chose jugée. Now, how- 
ever, they are beginning to see the 
want of logic in conceding ‘‘extenuat- 
ing circumstances’ to a_ convicted 
traitor, a concession which § excites 
doubt as to the strength of the case 
against Dreyfus. 

Moreevor, public opinion is being so- 
bered by reading the comments of the 
world at large, and by the prospect, 
however remote, that the exhibition will 
be boycotted, which would mean a loss 
of millions to the country. 

There is little doubt that the trial of 
the Derouldists next Monday, at 
which, it is asserted, sensational evi- 
dence will be developed, and the re- 
opening of the Chamber of Deputies, 
will be the signals for fresh troubles. 
At present. both parties are taking 
breath, but the latent animosity is un- 
diminished. 

It is estimated that the last year's 
proceedings have cost the Dreyfus 
party at least f.1.500.000. Thev do not 
intend to let matters rest. and rumors 
are revived of the impending arrest 
of Gen. Mercier. He declares that he 
does not care what happens, being 
quite estisfied that he had done his 
duty. It is understood also that Presi- 
dent Loubet opposes such an extreme 
course as prosecuting Mercier-or the 
other generals. He is rather inclined to 
a conciliatory policy. extending even 
to a pardon for Dreyfus.

Washington Officials Think it May 
Feil Now.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 11.—The

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from St. Petersburg says 
tha Viedonosti comments as follows on 
the Dreyfus verdict: 
“The policy of this journal in regard 
to the Dreyfus case has been absolutely 
impartial, if not indifferent. We re- 
gard this struggle of hate, this night- 
mare, as a great calamity for France. 
Many details of the Rennes trial have 
evoked doubts here as to the liberty 
of the verdict, the exalted stations of 
certain witnesses influencing’ the 
judges. The unloosening of brutal an- 
archistic passions against the Jews, un- 
der the pretext of defending the ideas 
of justice through patriotism and the 
honor of the army, causes a profound 
loathing among those who aspire to 
see the dawn of the triumph of hu- 
manitarian ideas.’ 

The Novosti says: ‘‘Dreyfus has been 
condemned at Rennes on the question 
vf the bordereau which the Court of 
Cassation attributed to Esterhazy. This 
conflict of judgments will be apprect- 
eted on its merits by the whole uni- 
verse. Against Dreyfus there was no 
compromising allusions. The proceed- 
ings have been conducted by Gens. 
Mercier and Roget, the court having 
admitted the foreign adventurer Cer- 
nuschi and refused the testimony of 
Cols. Schwarzkoppen and Panizzardi, 
who’ have irrefutable proofs as to the 
real traitor.” 


BROADSWORD OR PISTOL. 


Capt. Thomas Phelan Wants to Use 
One on Esterharzy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
KANSAS CITY, (Mo.,) Sept. 11l— 
Capt. Thomas Phelan, a broad-swords- 
man and a crack pistol_shot, has is- 
sued a challenge to Count Esterhazy to 
fight him a duel. Capt. Phelan has 
engaged in several personal encounters, 
and is a man of fearless character. He 
is said to be backed by several promi- 
nent local Jews, who have guaranteed 
his passage to England to meet Ester- 
hazy.

When- 
ever it ventures to ask for the docu- 
ments enumerated in the bordereau, 
they will be given, and that will be the 
new fact which will necessitate a sec- 
ond revision before the Court of Cas- 
sation, which would be this time, I 
hope, fully informed and would quash 
the verdict, sans renvoi, in the penti- 
tude of its sovereign majesty: 

“But if the goverpment were to re- 
coil against the defenders of justice 
and truth will do what is necessary; 
not one of us will desert his post. 
Proof, invincible proof, we shall finally 
end by obtaining. On November 23 
we shall be at Versailles. My trial will 
recommence, inasmuch as it is to re- 
commence, in all its fullness. If mean- 
while justice is not done, we will again 
help to do it. My beloved, my valiant 
Labori, whose honor has but increased, 
will therefore pronounce at Versailles 
the address that he was unable to pro- 
nounce at Rennes, and it is very sim- 
ple. Nothing will be lost. 

“As for me, I shall not be silent. He 
will merely have to utter the truth 
without fear of injuring. me, for I am 
ready to pay for it with my liberty and 
my blood. Before the Seine Assize 
Court Iswore to the innocence of Drey- 
fus. I swear to it before the entire 
world, which now proclaims it with me, 
and I repeat, truth is on the march. 
Nothing will st it. At Rennes it 
has just made a giant’s stride. 

“I nq longer have any fear, except 
that I may see it arrive in a thunder- 
clap of the avenging nemesis, devas- 
tating the Fatherland, unless we 
hasten ourselves to make it shine forth 
under our clear sun of France.” 

M. Zola entitles his article ‘‘The Fifth 
Act.” After describing his horror on 
hearing the verdict, which he regarés 
as a moral Sedan, he accuses the army 
chiefs of having crushed Dreyfus in or- 
der to save themselves from prison, 
and makes an appeal to the govern- 
ment, which, he says, will return to 
France the honor she has lost by the 
Rennes verdict, that he describes as “A 
most extraordinary attempt against 
truth and justice.” 

He asserts that he knew positively 
in January of last year that Esterhazy 
was the real traitor, the latter having 
furnished Col. Schwarzkoppen with 
numerous documents, many in his own 
handwriting, a complete collection of 
which is now in Berlin. 

“Since then,”’ he says, “I have lived 
in terror lest Germany should strike us 
with the proofs in her possession, thus 
dishonoring our army in the face of 
Europe, ir order to vanquish it easily 
afterward. .This intolerable thought 
gave me no rest, and I determined, 
with M. Labori, to call the military at-

M. Zola then proceeded toe express 
his indignation that his efforts have 
been useless, and insists that the gov- 
ernment bestir itself to procure these 
documents.

a proposition for this government to 
abandon its participation in the Paris 
Exposition. it is known that expres- 
Sions hostile to the exposition quoted 
from Senator Stewart are very widely 
sympathized in, and it is thought that 
if the conviction of Dreyfus is per- 
mitted to stand, there will be very lit- 
tle friendly feeling for France among 
the members of either the House or 
Senate. 

Such a move, however, would be a 
grave one. It is pointed out that to 
withdraw from. participation in the 
exposition would be regarded an of- 
ficial insult to France. No further 
legislation on the part of Congress is 
needed to carry out the plans of this 
country for the exposition. About 
$1,100,000 has been appropriated for the 
expenses of the commission and the 
government exhibit. The commission 
has been appointed, and the space de- 
sired for exhibits from this country 
has been secured. 

There are now. only two ways in 
which Congress could interfere. One 
would be to revoke such part of the 
appropriation as has not been already 
expended in the expenses of the com- 
mission, and the other would be to 
pass a resolution declaring that, on 
account of the unsettled conditions, 
the valuable government exhibits 
should not be sent to Paris. To do 
either of these things would be: suffi- 
cient, it is believed, to break off all 
friendly relations between the two 
countries. 

Congress and the State Department 
may look at the matter from different 
points of view. The President and the 
State Department having the respon- 
sibility for maintaining our relations 
with foreign governments, cannot be 
expected to find in this affair a reason 
for involving the country in an inter- 
national complication, and it is iikely 
that the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment will use what influence it 
can to prevent hasty actien. 

Unless Congress expressly forbids it, 
this government will proceed with the 
preparations for the exhibition, and 
will send to Paris such government ex- 
hibits as are decided upon, but this 
will be done with a realization of the 
probability that much of the space 
secured with such difficulty for private 
American exhibits will be left vacant. 
Little doubt is felt that the latitude al- 
lowed the private citizens will be quite 
extensively availed of to withdraw 
from participation in the exposition. 

Another difficulty in the way of an 
effort to prevent participation in the 
exposition, however, will be found in 
the fact that before Congr®ss has been 
assembled much of the government ex- 
hibit probably will be packed and on 
its way to Paris, if not actually there. 
The exposition opens in April, and the 
work of transporting and preparing 
the exhibit will have to begin some 
months before that time. Up to this 
time, it is said, the preparation of the 
government exhibit has not been be- 
gun, but the work will proceed as soon 
as the government officials are ready. 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa 
said that he had céased to marvel at 
the methods of French army justice, 
after observing how the trial of Drey- 
fus was conducted. No such trial or 
verdict ‘was possible in the United 
States. He did not think it would tn 
any way affect diplomatic relations be- 
tween this country and France, nor 
did he think it would interfere with 
United States exhibitors at the coming 
exposition. 


ENGLISH ANTIPATHY.

Handred Men.

TRIPOLI, Sept. 11.—[By African 
Cable.] A courier who has _ arrived 
here reports that the French mission, 
headed ‘by Fr. Foureau and Maj. 
Lamy, has been annihilated. He says 
the mission was attacked by an im- 
mense body of Tauregs, who, after suf- 
fering terrible loss, killed all the mem- 
bers of the mission by force of arms. 

March 22 of this year, a dispatch 
Was transmitted from Algiers to Paris 
that a party of Tauregs had attacked 
a European expedition on its way to 
Air in the Sahara, killing 100-men and 
capturing parts of its caravan. It was 
said that the expedition attacked must 
have been the Foureau-Lamy expedi- 
tion, but March 23 official dispatches 
reached Paris from Biskara, 245 miles 
scutheast of Algiers, that the Foureau- 
Lamy expedition had arrived at 
Agaibes, months earlier, and that it 
could not therefore have been the party 
killed by. the Tauregs.

TWELVE NEW CASES REPORTED 
AT KEY WEST. 


One Death at Port Tampa—Seventy- 
five People Leave Town—City 
Cotnceil of Jackson, Miss., Advise 
| the People Against Creating a 
Panic—Iliness at Havana. 
~ 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) Sept. 11.—The to- 
tal number of yellow fever cases up 
to date is 189; reported in the past 
twenty-four hours 12. The physicians 
have failed to make: report tonight. 
No deaths have occurred in the last 
twenty-four hours. 

Nine case are being treated at the 
yellow fever hospital, and the remain- 
der are in private families. 

PORT TAMPA DEATH. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Dr. Altree 
of the Marine Hospital service, re- 
ports a death from yellow fever at 
Port Tampa City, Fla., this morning. 
The source of infection was a tugboat, 
and it has been quarantined. Five 
other patients from tugs are under 
observation. A small quarantine sta- 
tion has been established. He adds 
that a house-to-house inspection has 
been ordered, but that no quarantine 
has been ordered against the town. 
He also says that there is no neces- 
sity for alarm, but that seventy-five 
people left there on the train last 
night. Dr. Trotter, who is also at 
Port Tampa, says there is a panicky 
feeling there. 

Dr. Murray wires from Jackson City 
as follows: “Mississippi has a rigid 
quarantine for the present against 
New Orleans. Disinfection of the 
mails is unnecessary. No one can be 
permitted to leave unless immune and 
with disinfected baggage, except per- 
sons bound for non-infectible’_ terri- 
tory, and to remain. House-to-house 
inspection begins tomorrow. Hunter 
has taken all necessary steps to con- 
trol. Vicksburg has quarantined Jack- 
son. Sanders told us. he found no yel- 
low fever in Vicksburg.” 

Reports to the Surgeon-General are 
to the effect that new cases are still 
reported daily from Key West. There 
were two deaths there yegterday from 
fever.

AT ENGLAND'S MERCY 


DR. H. 8S. BOSMAN OF. THE 
TRANSVAAL HAS FEARS. — 


Telle a Chicago Audience the Boers 
in South Africa Would Fight 
td the Last, but Would Be 
Wiped Ont. 


Tension Remains High and the 
Timid are Still Leaving for 
Safer Pliaces—The Mines to 
Be Protected. 


Activity at the Pritish War Office 
Continuer—Transports Preparing 
te Embark Troeops—Orders 
for American Iron. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—“War with Eng- 
land means the extermination of the 
Boers in South Africa,’ said Dr. H. 8. 
Bosman of Pretoria, in a lecture de- 
livered to 2500 persons assembled in 
the Chicago Avenue Church to hear 
a native of the Transvaal discuss the 
history of his country and depict the 
present difficulties with Great Britain. 

“The Boers, and there are 300,000 of 
them in the Transvaal, Orange Free 
State, and Cape Colony, would fight to 
the last ditch,” the lecturer said, “but 
there could be no hove for them ina 
conflict. with the English, and they 
would be wiped out.”’ 


. SAFEGUARDING MINES. 


Transvaal Government Will Protect 
the Mining Industry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 

. . PRETORIA, Sept. 11.—[By South Af- 
rican Cable.] President Kruger has 
issued a notice warning burghers who 
intend to go shooting beyond the river 
Limpoo, which forms for many miles 
the northwest and north limit of the 
Transvaal, that they will be severely 
punished unless they first obtain per- 

mission from the local authorities. 

The tension remains high pending the 
receipt of Mr. Chamberlain's dis- 
patch. It is asserted on excellent 
authority that the Transvaal govern- 
ment, with a view of keeping the min- 
ing industry up, has decided to protect 
it in every way. As a first step the 
government has notified the Rand com- 
panies that their men will receive pro- 
tection as long as they remain peace- 
ful, and should war unfortunately oc- 
cur, the men will be given a reasonable 
time to leave the country if they destre. 

It is officially announced that the ar- 
ticle in the gold law about the confisca- 
tion of claims and mines, belonging to 
people convicted of treason or con- 
spiracy against the State, which was 
last year eliminated, will be reinforced. 
Tfie article also gives the government 
power .to order that the mines be 
worked, and provides that if this in- 
struction is disregarded, the govern- 
ment. may work them through its own 
agents.

He declares 
that he is anxious for the preservation 
of peace. 


GUARD THE LINE. 


Railway Officials Notified to Be 
Ready for War.

MAUSER PISTOL TESTS. 


Official Trial Shows Them to Be Very 
Effective. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Sept. 11.—Dr. 
J. D. Griffith of this city says he has 
just completed for the government an 
Official test of the Mauser pistol, in 
use by Germany cavalry and under 
consideration for adoption by the 
United States. The test was made 
not only with targets, but with human 
cadavers also, and Dr. Griffith says it 
proved, at ranges from 50. to 500 yards, 
the Mauser pistol is the most effec- 
tive and deadly weapon of its kind ever 


range tried, it is practicaly as good 
in the hands of marksmen as a Krag- 
Jorgensen, a Lee or Mauser rifle. 

The pistol fires ten shots without re- 
loading, and can be emptied with ac- 
curacy of aim in less than three sec- 
onds. The cartridges are 30-caliber. 
and are propelled by smokeless nitro 
powder. The bullets weigh 85 grains 
each and have a lead core, surrounded 
by a nickel-plated copper jacket. It 
is said to be probable that as a result 
of Dr. Griffith's test, the government 
will adopt the Mauser pistol.

“That is a personal opinion of Ad- 
mira] Dewey. As to the proper method 

of governing the Filipinos, that is a 

matter upon which I reported to the 

President, and which I cannot discuss. 
* IT quite agree with Admiral Dewey, 
however, that the intelligence exhibited 
by the Filipinos is often surprising. 
The great mass of the people are, of 
course, ignorant, but you cannot g0 
into any city in the islands without 
finding a sprinkling of able, intelli- 
gent and well-educated men, and in 
Manila this number considerable. 
Many of these men have been edu- 
cated in European universities. 

“TI can recall at the moment, doctors, 
lawyers and business men among the 
Filipinos as highly-educated as any I 
have met anywhere in the world. I 
share Admiral Dewey's sympathy for 
the Filipinos, but I consider it a great 
pity that they do not recognize that 
the best thing for them .would be, to 
acknowledge American sovereignty.” 

“That would be the best thing for 
thermi in every way, for, if we were to 
leave the Philippines, England, France, 
Russia, Germany and Italy would all 
want to share in the government of the 
islands. There are not many among 
those nations that would pay much at- 
tention to democratic ideas."’ 
EX-MINISTER BARRETT'S VIEWS.

PORTLAND (Or.,) Sept. 11.—Hon 
James Barrett, ex-United States Min- 
ister to Siam, addressed a large audi- 
ence tonight at the Markham Theater, 
under the auspices of the Portland 
Chamber of Commerce, on the oppor- 
tunities of the Pacific Coast in the 
Orient.

PORTO RICO’S PLIGHT. 


Governor-General Thinks Stress: of 
Hunger Will Increase.

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—The Porto 
Rican Relief Committee of the Meér- 
chants’ Association has received’ an 
acknowledgement from Gen..»George 
W. Davis, Governor-General of the isl- 
and of Porto Rico, of the goods shipped 
by the committee on the transport’ Mc- 
Clellan, which left here August 23.

What this means 
is shown by a single mathematical 
demonstration, summed up in the ques- 
tion: At the rate of one pound of food 
per day, per person, how many pounds 
of food would it take to feed 250,000 
persons 119 days?’’ 


AGAINST UNCLE SAM. 


South American States. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The ru- 
mors of possible combinations among 
the States of Central and South Amer- 
ica, directed against the United States, 
are received with some concern by the 
officials here. Nearly a year ago this 
spirit of distrust on the part of the 
Latin-American people was first ex- 
hibited in the semi-official discussion 
by the press of the United States of 
Colombia of:a proposition to combine 
the nations of South and Central 
In that case the ostensible 
purpose was to resist unjust demands 
for indemnities by foreign states. But 
incidentally, during the discussion, it 
appeared that the scope of the combi- 
nation will be broader than this, and 
that there wag more than one intima- 
tion of a deep-seated distrust against 
the United States. 

Two or three events have occurred 
since that discussion to strengthen this 
feeling. First, there. was a decision 
adverse to Colombia in the Céfruti 
case, and after President Cleveland 
was the arbitrator, that unpopular de- 
cision was charged against the United 
States. Then, last spring, Came the 
cruise of the United States gunboat 
Wilmington up the Amazon and the 
Orinoco. These voyages were under- 
taken for the most innocent scientific 
and commercial motives. 

Commander Todd of the Wilmington 
found that there were no charts of 
these vast rivers, and consequently 
was obliged to take soundings as he 
proceeded. Incidentally he was en- 
abled to make rough running charts 
of the rivets that may be of value to 
commerce hereafter. His actions were, 
however, misinterpreted by geome of the 
natives, though in the end Capt. Todd 
is believed to have perfectly satisfied 
the Brazilian officials as to the recti- 
tude of his purpose. 

It is said at the department that 
there is not the slightest foundation 
for the story that secret agents of 
either the State or the Navy Depart- 
ment have been sent into South Amer- 
ica, and it is quite certain that there 
have never been any negotiations with 
Bolivia respecting the acquisition by 
the United States of lands in the in- 
terior of South America. As for the 
visit to that continent of William E. 
Curtis. Chief Clerk Michael of the State 
Department is authority for the state- 
ment that Mr. Curtis’s visit is abso- 
lutely without official authority or di- 
rection. 


SIG. MARCONI COMING. 


He Will Experiment With Wireless 
Telegraphy in This Country. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—A special ‘to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Rear-Admiral ‘Bradford, Chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment, has been in- 
formed that Sig. Marconi will come to 
Washington to discuss with him the 
proposed experiments with wireless 
telegraphy. 

The purpose of Sig. Marconi is the 
result of a conference held with him by 
Lieutenant-Commander J. 8. Colwell, 
stationed in London as naval attaché 
of this government. According to Rear- 
Admiral Bradford’s understanding, Sig. 
Marconi will bring with him a com- 
plete wireless telegraphy equipment. 

Admiral Bradford will recommend 
that one of the vessels of the navy be 
set aside for the experimental work. 
It is proposed to place the receiver on 
shore, and the warship will talk with it 
from varying distances. By this means 
it: is believed the system can be de- 
veloped, and the value of it can be defi- 
nitely determined.

‘Iron and Steel Interest« to Be Rolled 
into One.

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 11.—The Com- 
mercial Gazette will tomorrow say that 
Pittsburghers interested in the pro- 
posed bridge-structural iron and steel 
combine, which is being promoted by 
J. Gifford Ladd of New York, to be 
capitalized at $65,000,000, are confident 
that the deal will go through soon. 
Among.the Pittsburgh concerns that 
are understood to be optioned in the 
deal are the Keystone Bridge Company 
of the Carnegie interests, the Shiffier 
Company, the Pittsburgh Bridge Com- 
pany, and the Schultz Bridge and Iron 
Company. 

It-is understood that the Carnegie in- 
terests have taken up the deal, and will 
merge the Keystone Bridge Works into 
the big concern, with the understand- 
ing that the Carnegie Company is to 
furnish all the supply of structural iron 
and steel used by the new company 
that cannot be produced by the com- 
bine itself. , 

It has been partly arranged to have 
Harriman & Co., New York, finance 
the deal, but this has been changed, 
and the chief financial interest is to 
be J. & W. Seligman & Co. of New 
York. 

It is said $65,000,000 of capital stock is 
to be divided into $22,000,000 7 per cent. 
cumulative preferred, and $43,000,000 
common. The name of the company 
will be the American Bridge Com- 
pany or the Republic Bridge Company. 
The concern is to take in 95 per cent. 
of the bridge-building trade of the 
country. It will also have a number 
of concerns engaged in supplying and 
constructing steel superstructure for 
buildings; also elevated railroads and 
armor plates.

Tempe to Vote on the Issuance of 
Waterworks Bonds—Mexicans Will 
Celebrate the Sixteenth of 
September. 


PHOENIX (Ariz., .Sept. 9.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The Grand Lodge 
of Good Templars for Arizona has been 
in session in Phoenix during the past 
three days, Grand Chief Templar 
Fletcher M. Doan presiding. The fol- 
lowing-named were elected officers for 
the ensuing year: Past Grand Chief 
Templar, Judge F. M. Doan of Flor- 
ence: Grand Chief Templar, A. P. 
Shewman, Mesa; Grand Vice-Templar, 
Mrs. Jennie H. Bowen, Bisbee; Grand 
Counsellor, Rev. W. F. Oglesby, Solo- 
monville; Grand Superintendent of 
Juvenile Temples, S. S. Green, Floral; 
Grand Secretary, A. P. Walbridge, 
Phoenix; Grand Treasurer, Mrs. Etta 
B. Johnston, Tempe. 

The Past Grand Templar is an asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Arizena. Chief Templar Shewman was 
the Territorial Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction under the administra- 
tion of Gov. McCord. The new Chief 
Templar made announcement of the 
following apointments: Grand Chap- 
lain, Miss Minnie Utter, Prescott; 
Grand Messenger, Albert Austin, Tuc- 
son; Grand Marshal, W. L. Norris, 
Phoenix; Deputy Grand Marshal, Miss 
Minnie Watts, Congress; Grand Guard, 
Miss Blanche Newell, Mesa; Grand 
Sentinel, Wilson Orr, Safford; Assist- 
ant Grand Secretary, J. R. Blewett, 
Bisbee. The next sesion of the Grand 
Lodge will be held in Tucson the first 
Wednesday in September, 1900.. The 
reports show that the order has had a 
slight falling off in membership dur- 
ing the year, yet it is reported in ex- 
cellent condition. Superintendents of 
juvenile temples will hereafter hold of- 
fice for a year, and temples are to 
have representation in the district and 
grand lodges.

A modern miracle of the first order 
is reported from Painted Rock station 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad, in 
southwestern Maricopa county. 
common, unemotional wood ax became 
possessed of life, arose in the night, 
and fatally wounded one Juan Marti- 
nez. The slaying was a_ peculiarly 
bloody one, for the man’s head was 
split open. The injured man was taken 
to Tucson, where he soon died. But, 
before death, he intelligently told that 
he had been playing cards with a party 
of fellow-laborers, Mexicans, and had 
become involved in a dispute over al- 
leged cheating. Two men finally 
grasped Martinez and, him, while, 
according to Martinez, a*third, Can- 
dido Arrieta, hacked at his face with 
an ax. Arrieta and the two others 
were arrested and taken to Gila Bend 
for trial. The officers also gathered 
up all the Mexican railway hands who 
had participated in the fatal evening’s 
social function. But it was found, at 
the examination, that no man had seen 
the cutting or had anything save hear- 
say evidence to give. All had suadenly 
been overcome with drowsiness just 
before the affair took place, and they 
had not quite awakened when interro- 
gated by Dist.-Atty. Flannigan. About 
all they could testify to was that Ar- 
rieta was a good citizen and a blame- 
less one. The evidence was so exas- 
perating that Justice of the Peace 
Kaltenbach could stand it no longer. 
He arose in wrath and used language 
that is never seen in print. ‘You're 
swearing to a doubly-blanked lie,” he 
shouted, as the miserable witness 
squirmed under the aim of his pointed 
finger. ‘“‘Mr. Constable,, this 
blankety-blanked liar out and lock him 
up till I tell you to let him go. Mr. 
Interpreter, tell those other blanked 
witnesses they’d better be careful how 
they testify, or I'll send them to jail 
with that other liar.”” The succeeding 
witnesses were not so voluble as those 
who had before testified, yet it could 
not be found that any man nad uvcne 
the deed or had seen its dcing. The 
District Attorney finally had to accept 
the theory that the ax had been 
wielded by spirit hands and to move 
the discharge of the prisoner. 

Two burglars have been captured 
during, the past week. One was the 
fellow who robbed H. C. Mann’s resi- 
dence at Peoria. He is known as 
Burns or Breen. The capture was 
made in Prescott. On the way down 
the fellow wriggled through a car 
window and disappeared in the moon- 
less night. The next morning Sheriff 
Murray and a posse were on the trail, 
a difficult one wv fvllow, for Burns had 
removed his shoes. The trail led into 
the desert, and wound about in a 
manner that suggested that the fugi- 
tive had gone insane from thirst. The 
man reached water in a ranch tank 
that night, found a few eggs, milked 
a cow, and struck off again into the 


desert. The next evening Burns was 
tracked to a- forty-acre mesquite 
thicket. Twenty canal laborers hap- 


ned to come along about that time. 

he Sheriff informed them a man was 
in the brush he would give $100 to see. 
The laborers promptly formed in skir- 
mish line, beat the brush, and cap- 
tured the quarry, quickly earning their 
$5 a head. The prisoner was yesterda 
held in $1000 bonds for the grand jur 

The capture of the second burglar, 
Lorraine, was a sort of community af- 
fair. About 9 a.m. he was detected 
leaving the residence of Charles A. 
Kessler, No. 439 Fifth avenue. E. 5S. 


- Russell, riding by on a _ wheel, was 


called on for help by a _ hysterical 
woman. Russell's sprint for place 
in the race was successful, but he ran 
into the muzzle of a revolver. The 
burglar dashed into the Central school 
building. Russell had followed on his 
wheel, and had added to the pursuit a 
score or more of citizens. By the time 
the ecrowd had grown to a hundred 
and the schoolhouse was about sur- 
rounded, Lorraine jumped from a win- 
dow, ran a block, and hid himself in a 
buggy in a carriage warehouse. There 
he was taken, together with a miscel- 
laneous assortment of jewelry -that had 
been gained at the home of L. M. 
Hough, a razor that belonged to W. 
lL. Pinney, the revolver, legitimately 
the property of Mexican Consul Na- 
varro, and a witch and. silver match 
box that had been accumulated at the 
Kessler house. Lorraine has joined 
Burns for a season of the Sheriff's 
hospitality.

siderable band of burglars is operating 
In Phoenix and vicinity. Despite the 
arrest of the two, burglaries still con- 
tinue. The latest was at the Patton 
House, where a half-dozen 
were robbed of coin and trinkets.

A few days 
later Goodin and the same gray horse 
were in Yuma. Their appearance in 
the vicinity of the Territorial peniten- 
tiary was almost simultaneous with the 
escape of Train Robber Frank Armer 
from the walls of the institution. Ar- 
mer was soon run down by the trailers. 
It is probable that the gray horse was 
intended for him. 

The Normal School of Arizona at 
Tempe opened last Monday, with an 
attendance of eighty in the first two 
years of the normal course. To the 
faculty already chosen has been added 
Prof. James L. Johnston in the depart- 
ment of music. As the board of visit- 
ors for the term have been elected Dr. 
Charles Jones of Tempe and Rev. Lewis 
Halsey, D.D., and Dr. William Duf- 
field of Phoenix. The military bat- 
talion is now uniformed in gray and 
armed with regulation Springfield rifles. 
The school athletic association is al- 
ready active, the newly-elected officers 
being Charles Stauffer, president: Dop- 
ald McQueen, secretary; William Wow f, 
manager. 

Very few applicants for teachers’ 
certificates succeeded in the examina- 
tion lately held in all the counties. In 
Phoenix, of nine applicants. none suc- 
ceeded The standard of efficiency has 
been materially raised since the as- 
sumption by Prof. R. L. Long of the 
office of Superintendent of Schools. 

After a week of the warmest weather 
known to Phoenix for years, refresh- 
ing rains and comparative coolness 
have come. A week ago the tempera- 
ture on the streets ran up to 118 deg.. 
though the weather bureau called it 
only 109. Since the showers there has 
been a drop averaging 12 deg.. and life 
is once more to be borne. The rains 
have been general throughout the cen- 
tral and southern parts of the Terri- 
tory. The streams have been ar- 
fected, and Salt River for several days 
has been up beyond the fording point. 
As a result, the farmers are assured 
of water for an additional crog of al- 
falfa, and for soaking the flelds before 
early fall plowing. The summer 
throughout has been an exceptionally 
favorable one for the Arizona granger, 
and crops are the heaviest known for 
many years. 

October 10 an election will be held 
in Tempe, for the decision of the peo- 
ple on the question of issuing city 
waterworks bonds in the sum of $30, - 
000, payable in twenty years, bearing 
not more than 6 per cent. interest. If 
the bonds are voted they are to be 
used in payment for the installation 
of a waterworks system, for which a 
provisional contract has been entered 
into with G. W. Sturtevant, president 
of the Phoenix Construction Company 
of Chicago. | 

The annual meeting of the Arizona 
Agricultural Association will be held 
- Phoenix the third Friday in Octo- 

er. 

The 16th of September is to be elab- 
orately celebrated by the Mexican pop- 
ulation of Phoenix. There is to he a 
parade, comprising the local Spantsh- 
American societies, the military com- 
panies, the fire department, and’ public 
officials. There will be speaking on 
Military Plaza the evenings of the 15th 
and 16th, and the celebration will con- 
clude with a ball. 

Gov. Murphy has finished the com- 
pilation of his annual report té6 the 
Secretary of the Interior, and left to- 
night for Flagstaff, to spend a few 
weeks of rest. Mrs. Murphy departed 
also this evening for the East, where 
she will place her son Paul in school. 

Late executive appointments are Dr. 
Lawrence Woodruff to be one of the 
homoeopathic members of the Terri- 
torial Board of Medical Examiners, and 
John M. Hamilton (ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor of Illinois,) to be a member 
of the Arizona delegation at the St. 
Louis Anti-Trust Congress. 

n. E. 8S. Otis, commanding the 
forces of the United States in the Phil- 
ippines, and Chaplain Scott, U.S.A., 
retired, and now a resident of the 
Salt River Valley, are old friends, and 


were comrades in the civil war. Both 
entered as captains of infantry, the 
clergyman in the One Hundred and 


Twenty-sixth New York, and Gen. Otis 
in the One Hundred and Fortieth Regi- 
ment of the same State, Capt. Scott 
ranking the present major-general of 
volunteers. Chaplain Scott has. the 
highest opinion of the soldierly abili- 
ties of Gen. Otis, believing him a 
finely-educated man, and more nearly 
a possessor of the power and qualities 
of Grant than any other officer of the 
present day. 

Late returning excursionists are 
District Clerk W. C. Foster, from 
Washington, and B. Heyman, from a 
purchasing trip throughout the East 
and to California. The latter, once a 
returns converted to the 
party of prosperity, and full of tales 


of mercantile and manufacturing in- 
dustry, found by him wherever he 
traveled.

Little Willie Green Sent to His 
Grangmother at Last. 

Little Willle Green, who has seen 
much of the seamy side of life during 
his short eleven years, has at last 
found deliverance from the hardships 
and pitfalls of the slums. Willie’s 
mother is a lewd woman, who has been 
galivanting up and down the Coast with 
Jack Trainor, a brutal hobo, who is 
at the present time serving a twenty 
days’ sentence in the chain gang for 
beating her. The child also was sub- 
juct to Trainor’s brutality and his 
mother’s neglect. 

Mrs. T. J. Hanaran, the boy's grand- 
mother, has for a long time been trying 
to get hold of the lad in order to rescue 
him from the degraded life he was 
compelled to lead. She has corre- 
sponded with Chief of Police Glass and 
Humane Officer Craig with a view to 
having the boy sent to her. The Chief 
recently got hold of the littTe fellow and 
sent him to the Newsboys’ Home, while 
the grandmother was notified of his 
whereabouts, so she could send for him. 
But Willie escaped from the home and 
again became lost. 

Humane Officer Craig bribed some 


‘newsboys to send Willie to his office 


on the pretext that he had some money 


for him. Little Willie stowed up yes- 


terday. He was a mass of filth and 
rags. Mr. Craig took him to the Y.M. 
C.A. baths and gave him such a scrub- 
bing as he had never had before in his 
life. Then the kind-hearted officer took 
the urchin to a clothing store and 
bought him a brand new suit of clothes 
from head to foot. When the little fel- 
low looked in a mirror he was unable 
to recognize himself. He was a diffcr- 
ent Willie Green altogether, but a hap- 
pier boy never was seen. 

After giving him a hearty dinner, Mr. 
Craig took the boy to the Arcade de- 
pot, bought him a ticket for San Fran- 
cisco and placed him aboard the train. 
He supplied him with a bag of fruit

ductor 25 cents to buy him more grub 
when the fruit played out.

THREE-MILLION-DOLLAR SMELTER 
FOR EL PASO. 


Rumor That Senator-Elect William 
A. Clark of Montana Has Organ- 
ized a G "Copper Enterprixe,. 
Tribulations of Customs Officials. 


EL PASO (Tex.,) Sept. 9.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] It is rumored that 
El Paso is to have a $3,000,000 smelter. 
Col. J. F. Campbell, postmaster of the 
city, is responsible for the report, said 
to have been received from an intimate 
friend of Senator-elect William A. 
Clark of Montana, that the copper king 
has purchased the mining interests and 
site selected for a plant in this city 
of George M. Jacock of New York, and 
has organized at New York a com- 
pany with a capital of $3,000,000, for 
the purpose of erecting a large smelt- 
ing plant at El Paso to handle the ores 
of the mines owned by Clark at Je- 
rome, Ariz., and the mines acquired 
by the purchase of the Jacock interests. 
It is said that Clark is anxious to 
control the copper interests of the 
Southwest, and that the erection of 
a huge smelter at El Paso is a part 
of this comprehensive plan of opera- 
tions. He has at his Jerome mines 
the sulphides, and is expected to se- 
cure the carbonates at the mines pur- 
chased of Jacock. It is believed that 
the railway facilities at El Paso have 
been a determining factor in shaping 
the course o. Clark in locating his pro- 
posed smelter plant here, although the 
high prices of coal, and the limited 
supply of water here may prove a 
serious drawback to the consummation 
of this project. 

A large quantity of choice Califor- 
nia fruit is being handled in and 
shipped through El Paso.

Other customhouse collectors on h 
border have had troubles of their ame 
Collector Drake of Eagle Pass was 
called to Washington recently to ex- 
plain to the Treasury Department why 
he was drawing a salary of $6000 per 
annum, when the salary of the col- 
lector of that port, under normal con- 
ditions, is but $3000. Collector Cheno- 
weth of Nogales has been under fire 
for months. Charges have been made 
that United States Consul Darnall of 
Nogales, Mex., has received money 
from Chinamen for fixing papers for 
their admission to the United States 
as Chinese “merchants.” Several Chi- 
namen swore that they paid the Consul 
certain sums for preparing their pa- 
pers. A few months ago Collector of 
Customs Bowers of San Diego was

directed to investigate the subject. 
The Chinese so admitted were promptly 
arrested by Chinese Inspector J. D.

Paso has served as a pretext for the 
raising of rents. Merchants complain 
of the high rates required for stores. 
A large proportion of the landlords are 
non-residents of the city, and there is 
the same old cry against tribute to 
absentee owners.

It is expected that Mayor Magoffin | 


will send a message to the City Coun- 
cil recommending an issue of bonds for 
$30,000 for covering the City Hall de- 
ficiency of $7000 and for extending for 
two miles the mouth of the city sewer 
system. The Rio Grande is now dry, 
and has been so for some weeks past. 
The sewage and garbage from the city, 
which is emptied into the dry bed of the 
river, produces an intolerable stench, 
and is injurious to the public health.

Lieut. George Curry has completed 
the enlistment of men at this point for 
the Eleventh United States Cavalry, 
and has gone to Eddy, N. M., to open 
a recruiting office. The men accepted 
here have been sent to San Francisco. 
Of the sixty applicants here only ten 
were rejected by Dr. Vilas, the examin- 
ing surgeon. The regiment is now 
complete, and no more men are re- 
quired. The El Paso members of the 
regiment were given a grand farewell 
by the citizens. 

Mrs. Rich is still In the jail at Juarez 
and has as yet been unable to secure a 
lawyer to defend her for the murder of 
her husband. Several lawyers of El 
Paso have essayed her defense, but for 
some reason have failed to make any 
definite arrangement in the matter, 
probably owing to lack of funds, on the 
woman’s part. although the ostensible 
reason is lack of knowledge of the 
Spanish law and language,. and in- 
ability to secure a Mexican lawyer 
as an associate. Judge Dominguez of 
the Court of Letters, which will try the 
prisoner, says that if a lawyer cannot 
be secured in Juarez, Gov. Ahumada 
will send a lawyer from Chihuahua to 
conduct the defense. The woman is 
well, and it is said that she is growing 
stout on prison fare. 

Last Sunday the Jewish synagogue 
at El Paso, just completed at cost 
of $7000, and one of the finest Sacred 
edifices in the city, was formally dedi- 
cated with appropriate ceremonies. 
The sermon was preached by the rabbi,

Paso during the present week, in his 
private car, “Paso del Norte.” It {a un- 
derstood that about a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars has been expended in re- 
cent improvement of the Texas and 
Pacific lines tn Texas. 

It seems probable that John Keeton, 
now in the Juarez jail, who is wanted 
at Coleman for train robbery, may be 
surrendered by the Mexican authorities. 
The judge at Juarez who has the case 
in hand has made his review of the 
evidence against Keeton, and has de- 
cided in favor of the extradition. The 
case now goes to Chihuahua for re- 
view, and it is expected that Keeton 
will be surrendered. The Mexican au- 
thorities made an application for a 
copy of the Texas law under which 
Keeton was indicted for stealing sheep. 
The Mexican Consul! at Fl Paso, Fran- 
cisco Mallen, has given the Texas au- 
thorities assistance in prosecuting this 
case, yet has acted impartially from the 
outset. 

At the International Congress of 
State Sanitary Boards, to be held at 
Fort Worth this month, it is understood 
that Kansas and Colorado will give 
strenuous support toa measure to pre- 
vent the introduction of all cattle from 
Mexico below the fever line, at all 
times of the year. Kansas is anxious 
to bar the Mexican cattle at all times 
of the year, regardless of the govern- 
ment health reports or certificates of in- 
spectors regarding immunity from dis- 
ease, but in order to do this, the cuwor:- 
sent of Colorado, through which all 
the cattle must first pass en route to 
Kansas, must be secured. At present 
cattle may be admitted to Kansas in 
December, January and February with- 
out inspection or health papers, but it 
is claimed that the ticks on Mexican 
cattle will survive even in a tempera- 
ture of 10 deg. below zero, and for this 
reason it has been found impossible to 
guard against the infection which such 
cattle bring with them. It is claimed 
that the ticks survive and become ac- 
tive during the warm months. hence 
the effort to reject Mexican cattle sum- 
marily and absolutely. 

Edward Moore, who has been 
shipping cattle from Mexico to Cuba, 
chiefly via Tampico, was in the city a 
few days ago, and while here was in- 
terviewed regarding conditions of cat- 
tle shipments to the island. He de- 
clares that the reports that the stock 
sent to Cuba is unfit for consumption, 
on account of disease. is all nonsense, 
and states that while some of the 
stock die in transit. through over- 
crowding and lack of proper care on 
shipboard, yet those that reach the 
island are in fair condition for use. He 
says there will be no quarantine 
against the cattle from Mexico tn Cuba. 


SAN ANTONIO. 

SAN ANTONIO, Sept. 7.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] It is said that of the 
sixteen appointments from Texas of 
officers of the -new volunteer regt- 
ments, all but four had been recom- 
mended by Gov.

A drought prevails in Texas, espe- 
cially in the northern and eastern 
parts. In some places water is so 
scarce that it is being conserved for 
actual necessity. At Waco there is 
an ice famine, and the ice factories 
are unable to supply 10 per cent. of 
the demand from sources outside of 
the city. Scarcity of water prevails 
at Fort Worth. 

Atty.-Gen. Smith and State Revenue 
Agent Jameson have been at Gates- 
ville, where they began suit against 
former Superintendent McGuire of the 
State Reformatory, to recover funds 
alleged to have been misappropriated. 

The County Commissioners of Dallas 
county, sitting as a Board of Equali- 


zation, have made the franchise as- 
sessments on corporations in that 
county. The Missouri, Kansas and

Mrs. Jordan and two babies, not 
to mention the one yet unborn, arrived 
here from Coolidge, Kan., last Friday, 
in search of her spouse who, she al- 
leges, has basely deserted her and left 
her and the children adrift on the 
world. 


old, and she doesn’t look a day older. 
She is a delicate-looking little woman 
with two tiny children, the youngest of 
which is sick with chronic disorder of 
the bowels. She was married’ to Jor- 
dan when only 17 years old, he being 
of the same immature age. They lived 
in Coolidge, Kan., where he worked in 
a restaurant, but had for some time 
been out of employment, when his 
father, Otto Jordan of Los Angeles, 
sent him a ticket to come to this city. 
He bade wife and children good-by and 
started. That was the last she ever 
saw of his, and he has not written her a 
line or sent her any money. 

Her husband left her only $14 when 
he started for California, Mrs. Jordan 
alleges. When that was gone, she 
wrote to Chief of Police Glass to find 
her erring spouse and arrest him for 
desertion. The police could not find 
the man, and they would have had no 
authority to arrest him if they had 
found him. A. letter was sent to her 
to that effect. This did not satisfy the 
deserted wife, so she telegraphed Chief 
Glass to make further efforts. The 
telegram was also answered, and to 
the Chief’s great astonishment, the lit- 
tle woman and her two children burst 
into his office last Friday evening to 
see whether Jordan had yet been lo- 
cated. 

Mrs. Jordan was penniless. She in- 
formed Chief Glass that the people of 
Coolidge made up a purse and bought 
her a ticket to Los Angeles. Now she 
was here and had no money to buy 
food for herself and children. 
Chief provided her a temporary stop- 
ping place, and on Saturday ene was 
sent to the Salvation Agmy’s Rescue 
Home. 

Meanwhile the energetic little woman 
started into camp on her husband's 
trail. She inquired at the postoffice 
whether John Jordan was in the habit 
of getting mail there, and was in- 
formed that he was. So she stationed 
herself at the postoffice to watch. She 
requested the clerks to tell Jordan, 
should he chance to call for mail when 
she was not watching, that his wife 
and children were at the Police Station. 

Sunday morning Jordan called for his 
mail. He was told where to find his 
family. He said he would go at once 
to reclaim them. Ten minutes later 
Mrs. Jordan arrived at the postoffice, 
and was told that her husband had just 
started for the Police Station to see 
her. The little woman flew to the sta- 
tion in breathléss%haste, but her hus- 
band was not theré, and he has not yet 
shown up. 

Mrs. Jordan divides her time be- 
tween the Police Station and postoffice 
looking for her husband. She has also 
inquired at various restaurants, but 
without success. Jordan is supposed to 
have left the city when he learned his 
family had arrived. No trace of his 
father, Otto Jordan, can be found 
either.

[YAQUI WAR] 


MILITARY SITUATION 


WHY THE MEXICANS OPERATED 
WITH LITTLE EFFECT. 


Strategy Overlooked and the Wily 
Indians Permitted to Escape 
from Under the Noses of 
Sleepy Soldiers. . 


Official Reports Punctuated With 
Dead Yaquis, but Weylerism Pre- 
déminates and Facts are 

' Sadly Lacking. 


“Yaqui Drive’ in Which the Latter 
Were Going Just Where They 
Desired—Grievance of the © 
Correspondent. 


{STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

POTAM °*(Yaqui River,) Aug. 28.— 
Some military situations are so simple 
that one untrained in the science of war 
may be excused for deeming himself 
competent to appreciate them and to 
criticise the manner in which they are 
handled by the players of the game. 
Such, it seems to me, was the situa- 
tion or condition of affairs on the Yaqui 
River at the beginning of tis insurrec- 
tion. Reference to the sketch map 
herewith will make it clear. The out- 
break began at Bacum and was con- 
fined for a month to the south bank of 
the river between Cocorit and a point 
below Medano. The towns on the north 
bank were occupied by strong garrisons 
of Mexican troops, all the roads are on 
the north side and the telegraph line is 
on that side. Although the wire was 
cut, the hostiles remained on the south 
bank. where the thick mesquite jungle 
afforded good cover, and occupied the 
pueblos of Cocorit, Bacum, Vicam 
Cuesta Alta and Palo Parado. From 
the reeds on the river bank they fired 
upon boats, and opposite Potam they 
shot at the little river steamer Don Lo- 
rengo and made some holes in her sides 
and smokestack. All the Mexicans and 


first edition of the report was charm- 
ingly vague as to the number of Yaquis 
killed in this desperate conflict, and the 
Mexican loss Was put at three killed. 
Later it was elaborated, and dead In- 
dians were scattered through the report 
thicker than commas. The official re- 
ports appear to be written in Hermo- 
sillo on a typewriter borrowed from 
Weyvyler. 

The réport from Yaqui sources is that 
when the Mexicans entered Vicam, the 
only live thing in the town was a for- 
gotten cat, and that candles were burn- 
ing on the altar in the church. While 
about 500 Yaquis were holding. the 
troops in check, they say, the main body 
of Indians, numbering perhaps 1500 
men, women and children, were cross- 
ing the river on rafts between Torin 
and Potam and escaping to the moun- 
tains, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve this to be true. There were troops 
enough at Potam to have patrolled the 
north bank and prevented a crossing, 
but they remained in barracks spria- 
kling water in front of the officers’ quay 
ters. which seems to be their chief oc- 
cupation. It requires twenty soldiers 
to do the work of ten men: ten to do 
the work and ten others to stand guard 
over them with fixed bayonets. 

The rafts used by the Yaquis in ferry- 
ing their families and goods across the 
river came floating down by scores dur- 
ing and after the fighting around 
Vicam. and everybody except the Mexi- 
can commander knew the Indians had 
crossed. The river is from 3099 to 590 
yards wide, the current is about four 
miles an hour, and a crossing could be 
prevented by a small force at any 
point. The troops are armed with Mau- 
sers, which are effective even in the 
hands of raw and unintelligent Mexi- 
can troops at 500 yards, while the In- 
dians have only .44-valiber carbiner 
that will not carry across the river. 
Probably ‘not more than 500 Indians 
have firearms. The rest carry bows 
and arrows. Their bows are strong, but 
their arrows are poor contrivances. 
They are made of reeds with eight-inch 
tips of mesquite wood loosely inserted 
in the ends. I have fourteen of these 
arrows. and not one is straight. They 
will not fly true to the mark. The bows 
are so stiff that the discharge of half a 
dozen arrows tires the archer, and he 
can do no more for a quarter of an hour. 
At close quarters, the archers are for- 
midable, and in the brush fighting most 
of the Mexicans injured were hit by ar- 
rows. With the rifle, the Yaquis are 
bad shots, like most Indians. The 
Mexicans are not very expert riflemen, 
and most of the troops here have had 
no practice. A few of the State troops, 
picked up in the country districts, are 
fair shots at short range. 

The ruse of the Yaqouis appears to 
have been unsuspected by the Mexican 
commanders, for after the taking of

He had several 
skirmishes in the jungle near Vicam, 
but he did not so dispose his troops as 
to prevent the Indians from again 
escaping to the jungles above and be- 
low. The Indians expected those on the 
north bank to break out and keep the 
garrisons busy, harry the roads and 
cut off communication, hut in this they 
were disappointed, and failing to drive 


the Mexicans out of the valley at the 


start. it became necessary for them to 
cross the river and escape to their 
strongholds in the Baca Tete Moun- 


tains. where they had previously with- 
' stood the Mexican army for ten years. 


It seems clear that the Mexicans 
should have prevented them from cross- 
ing the river, but no effort in that dl- 
rection appears ta have been made. 
Gen. Luis Torres marched from Torin 
toward Vicam, expecting the Yaquis to 
remain there and give battle. The 
Yaquis opposed this movement success- 
fully for severa! days, and no less than 
three engagements occurred at Fl Se- 
huita between Torin end Vicam. These 
were all reported as glorious Mexican 
victories, but the troops lost heavily in

Vicam, Gen. Torres moved his forces 
to Chumanpaca, one the south side, and 
announced that his plan of campaign 
was to move down through the bosque, 
driving the Indians before him, and 
force the enemy to cross the river at 
points below. Why he should “force” 
the enemy to do what the enemy ob- 
viously desired to do—and in fact had 
done already—is a military mystery. 
The only explanation I can think of is 
that the presence of the Indians south 
of the river was a menace to the Torres 
herds. and this war is, in its narrower 
aspect, a feud between the Yaquis and 
the Torres family over the river lands. 

Gen. Torres remained in camp for a 
few days at Chumanpaca, preparing for 
his great ‘Yaqui drive’’ down the river. 
A few Yaquis remained in the jungle 
to beat drums, the signal for gathering 
of the warriors, and keep him amused. 
This drum-beating was reveille and 
taps here at Potam, but it soon ceased 
to attroct even casual attention. While 
the military men were listening. look- 
ing wise and giving it out that the In- 
dians were gathering in great force in 
the bosque and that a creat battle 
would be fought just across the river 
in a day or two—always and forever 
“mafnana’’—old Indian fighters here 
laughed and said: “The Yaquis are 
just like coyotes; a few of them makea 
devil of a noise. Probably there are no 
more than half a dozen of them over 
there in the brush, and they make the 
soldiers think there are hundreds gath- 
ering to attack the town. That keeps 
the soldiers here. and at nicht and 
morning the Indians are getting their 
provisions across the river at some 
other point.”

a Gatling could ply up and down the 
stream usefully. From Chumanpaca 
2000 to 2500 men could move slowly 
down through the bosque, beating the 
jungle and forcing the enemy toward 
the sea, a strong cavalry force on the 
left flank preventing the Indians from 
breaking around through the open 
prairie. By moving forward in the 
early morning and evening. exhaustion 
of the troops would be avoided. As the 
line moved down the river, the posts 
along the north bank could be moved 
similarly, strengthening the lower posts 
or crossing to strengthen the main 
body. This drawing of the seine would 
bunch the Indians near the delta or 
force them to give battle against a 
superior force in the bosque, and either 
way the Yaqui war would be ended in 
a week. 

If that isn’t good strategy a simple 
situation, I'll swallow my leg. If it was 
good strategy to let the Yaquis do as 
they pleased and go where they wanted 
to go, Ambrose Bierce, the only military 
critic of my craft whose opinion is 
worth shucks, may, and probably will, 
call me the ghost of a dead fish. 

Doubtless the Mexican :nilitary men 
and some other persons will think and 
say that it is none of my business if this 
campaign has been “all balled .up.’’ but 
that will be a hasty conclusion. .I have 
a personal and professional gr.evence 
because of the heedlessness of the Mex- 
icans in permitting the Yaj'tis to get 
over on this side. The scoundrels cut 
the telegraph four or fiVe days ago and 
stole half a mile of the wire, and I 
haven't been able to send a dispatch 
since. Of course the telegraph people 
promise daily to have the wire up 
again ‘“‘mafiana,” but T don't believe 
there is half a mile of spare wire in 
Sonora, and I know there is no such 
thing as energy or hurry in the Mexi- 
ean telegraph service. That “public 
futility’ has a separate, particular and 
elaborate roast coming later. 

Second count in the grievance--all 
chance of a general engagement be- 
tween Mexicans and Indians has gone 
glimmering, and I haven't seen a fight. 
The Yaquis are whooping things up 
all along the line, and the troops are 
packing water in barracks. The raid- 
ers captured some grain and burned 
some ranch houses at Lavarez, between 
here and Torin yesterday, and they 
may be killine settlers anywhere now. 
“ten Torenzo Torres Is not able to take 
the field vet, and conseqnently nothing 
is being done. Don Luis has been due 
here to consult with Lorenzo for sev- 
eral days, but he does not come. 
Third count—The longer this cam- 
paign hangs fire, the longer T must stay 
in this sodden country. which is a very 
good country for Yaquis and Mexicans.

FPROST-BITTEN. 
- 


He Suffers No Inconvenience from 
the Misfortane—His Work in the 
Frozen North—Over Thousand 
Miles of Sleddina—Recowers the 
Records of Greely’s Party. 


(A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
BRIGUS (N. F.,) Sept. 11.—Lien€ 
Peary's sleighing journey of more 
than one thousand miles does not tn- 
clude several trips repeated over por- 


tions of the track. AS 300Mn as the 
young ice could be trusted, Lieut. 
Peidry made a careful reconnotssance 
of the coast line southwest of Allman 
Bay, and carefully defined the lands 
and water between that point and 
Cape Sabine. The coast line of 
Princess Marie Bay and Buchanan 
Straits, heretofore unknown, was ac- 
curately defined, and Hayes Sound 
was demonstrated to be a myth. 

This work completed, Lieut. Peary 
next made several successful hunting 
trips and laid fn an ample supply of 
fresh meat, including musk oxen, 
seals and birds for the winter. UWtilig- 
ing the December moon. he sledged 
along the ice for 250 miles north over 
aimost impausable to Fort Con- 
ger, the headguarte: s of the Greely 
expedition. He had the misfortune to 
have both feet frost-bitten. w hich ne- 
cessitated six weeks delay and con- 
finement until he could make the re- 
turn trip. Lashed to 4 sledge, he wags 


hauled all the way te 
where several toes 
Complete recovery 
and he now walks as we! 

Lieut. Peary found Fort (Conger ex- 
actly as Greely left it. The table 
was standing from the last meal, and 
all the other appointments had re- 
mained undisturbed for sixteen years. 
The buildings were in fair condition 
though some of them would not be 
serviceable much longer. He took 
possession of the property, real and 
personal, in the name of the United 
States government, and posted no- 
tices to that effect.

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THE DREYFUS VERDICT. 

One of the remarkable things about 
the remarkable Dreyfus case is the 
practical unanimity with which’ the 
press all over the world—especially 
the press outside of France—condemns 
the late trial and the verdict of guilty | 
which was rendered. The English 
press is particularly bitte?, the 
pulpits of England, on Sunday, rang 
with condemnation of the judges who 
presided at the trial, and of the whole 
course of procedure which finally re- 
sulted in the conviction of the prisoner 
and his sentence to ten years of im- 
prisonment. The public sentiment of 
the entire world has acquitted Capt. 
Dreyfus, and it has acquitted him on 
he same evidence as that adduced at 
his last trial, upon which the military 
tribunal found him guilty. 

The unanimity of this public senti- 
ment throughout the civilized world 
is significant. Surely, the whole civ- 
ilized world—which as a vast whole 
is without prejudice, for it is made 
up of persons of all creeds, conditions 
and opinions—cannot be wrong and 
the handful of military men who sat 
in judgment on Dreyfus be right. It 
is a fact that cannot fail to have in- 
creasing weight as time passes, that 
at this last trial of Dreyfus no evi- 
dence of a positive nature tending te 
show the prisoner's guilt was ad- 
duced—or, at least, no such evidence, 
if adduced, was published. The whole 
world is wondering upon what ground 
Dreyfus was convicted. And, failing 
to discover in the published testimony 
any evidence of guilt, the conclusion 
is irresistible that the conviction was 
unjust, and that the prisoner is in- 
nocent. 

One of the strong points in the pre- 
sumption of innocence is found in the 
fact that the judges who have just 
found Dreyfus guilty did not have the 
courage to reaffirm the original sen- 
tence, but modified it to a compara- 
tively light punishment—ten years’ 
detention in one of the fortresses of 
the republic. This form of imprison- 
ment is merely of a nominal nature, 
and carries with it little of discom- 
fort or inconvenience save the mora! 
stain and the disgrace which it in- 
volves. If this sentence be carriéd 
out, the prisoner will be well treated, 
will have plenty to eat and drink, will 
have comfortable quarters, will be 
allowed plenty of reading matter, and 
may even have his wife with him to 
comfort him in his loneliness and to 
share his sorrows, if the lady desires 
to remain by the side of her husband 
throughout the period of his deten- 
tion. This, surely, is a far milder 
form of punishment than that of soli. 
tary confinement on an uninhabited 
island three thousand miles from 
France. 

What consideration led to the modi- 
fication of the original sentence? If 
the prisoner is guilty, he deserved 
the severest sentence that could be 
imposed. If innocent, he deserved to 
be instantly released. It is evident 
that if the court had desired to be 
consistent it would either have re- 
affirmed the original sentence or would 
have set the prisoner at liberty. The 
fact of the modification of the sen- 
tence is proof almost conclusive that 
the judges were themselves convinced 
of the innocence of Dreyfus, but had 
not the moral courage to acquit him, 
reversing the finding of the preceding 
court-martial. . 

Viewed in this light, his conviction 
becomes a most cowardly crime 
against humanity and against civil- 
ization, which deserves all the con- 


velopment 


demnation it has received from 
press, from the pulpit, and from the 
public, throughout the civilized world. 
Truly, France has been on trial, more 
than Dreyfus, in this tragic affair; 
and unless the verdict of the court- 
martial be speedily overruled or set 
aside in some manner, and the pris- 
oner released, France will suffer social 
ostracism among all the nations of 
the earth which have respect for jus- 
tice and the rights of man. 


AN IMPORTANT INDUSTRY. 

The California péizcdieum industry, to 
the importance of which The Times 
has frequently called attention of late, 
continues to develop at a remarkable 
rate. On every side companies for the 
development of oil land are being 
formed. To many it may seem a rash 
prediction to make that within a few 
years California may become as* im- 
portant an oil-producing State as 
Pennsylvania, yet the realization of 
this prediction is by no means improb- 
able. It is only within the past three 
or four years that the exploitation of 
the petroleum resources of California 
has been undertaken on a scale of any 
magnitude, and the results already 
achieved have certainly been most en- 
couraging. 

The gradual working out of the pe- 
trolepym deposits in the old field of Los 
Angeles city and in the eastern exten- 
sion of that field has been followed by 
important strikes at the extreme west 
end, and prospecting is now going for- 
ward outside of the city, to the west, 
where there.is plenty of vacant acre- 
age, and few valuable improvements to 
be depreciated by erection of derricks. 
The indications seem to show that an 
important oil field may soon be opened 
up between Los Angeles and the ocean. 
From Fullerton, and Whittier, and 
Puente, on the south, and from Ven- 
tura and Santa Barbara on the north, 
reports of new strikes of oil are re- 
ceived almost daily, while in the 
Coalinga field of Fresno county, some 
surprising results have been achieved, 
and some of the earlier operators up 
there have already made fortunes. 
préparations are now being made to 
extend and develop work over into 
Kern county, there being strong indi- 
cations to show that the rich Coalinga 
oil belt extends in that direction. 
The organization of two oil exchanges 
in San Francisco looks like an anom- 
aly, when we remember that probably 
nine-tenths of the 2,000,000 barrels of 
oil produced in California last year 
came from Southern California and 
Fresno county. However, it is not un- 
likely that, as in the case of the min- 
ing exchange, another organization of 
this kind may be established in Los 
Angeles. Up to the present time. the 
oil producers of Southern California 
have not displayed as much cohesion 
and public spirit as might have been 
wished, and they have been the losers 
thereby, but they have doubtless 
learned something by experience. 

Whether the oil exchanges of San 
Francisco are likely to be of much 
benefit in the development of the legit- 
imate petroleum industry, or whether 
they will turn their attention more to 
gambling in oil stocks, after the fash- 
ion of the old mining exchanges dur- 
ing the days of the Comstock, remains 
to be seen. The investing public must 
learn to discriminate between legiti- 
mate oil mining enterprises and those 
which are organized merely for the 
purpose of absorbing the money of out- 
siders. 

‘In connection with the question of 
petroleum in California, it is interest- 
ing to note that the use of fuel petro- 
leum, such as is found here, is being 
widely extended. One purpose for 
which it is now frequently used in Calli- 
fornia is to sprinkle roads. It is 
probable that a large new market for 
crude .oil will be opened up in this di- 
rection.” The cost, with oil at a dollar 
per barrel, is said to be about $60 per 
mile for each application, and it is said 
that one application a Year is suffi- 
cient. 3 

Another purpose for which fuel oil 
is being largely used is as a substitute 
for coal on steamships. At a recent 
meeting of the British Society of Arts 
Sir Marcus Samuel, who has been en- 
gaged for several years in developing 
the oil fields of Borneo, read a paper 
on “Liquid Fuel,” which contained 
several points of interest, particularly 
concerning the use of oil as fuel in 
steamships. In speaking of the de- 
of the Borneo fields, he 
stated that the first steamer employed 
‘in the business of transporting oi] in 
bulk through the Suez Canal was a 
vessel! of 4000 tons burden, while the 


largest of these employed now carried 
6500 tons. Three steamers are in course 


of construction to carry 9000 tons of 
oil each, or 3,000,000 gallons. There 
was, he said, an enormous future be- 
fore this fuel, even if it only depended 
upon its relative cost, compared with 
coal; but when they came to the col- 
lateral advantages it enjoyed, the ben- 
efits of using it, as compared with coal, 
were simply overwhelming. As show- 
ing the immunity from danger, he 
said that, the business having been 
conducted now for over seven years, 
not a single accident of any kind had 
happened, either to a ship while en- 
gaged in carrying oil, or to an installa- 
tion. 

The speaker said that the experi- 
megtal stage in the burning of liquid 
fuel had long since been passed. No 
less than 7,000,000 tons per annum are 
consumed in Russia for liquid fuel 
alone. There are no fewer than eight 
steamers at present engaged in the 
Eastern trade which are fitted for ‘it, 
and the results attained had answered 
the expectations of their owners be- 
yond their most sanguine  anticipa- 
tions, while large numbers of vessels 
were under construction expressly for 
the use of liquid fuel, and a great num- 
ber of steamers hitherto burning coal 
were also being altered. In the Far 
East tanks have been erected at ports 
ranging from Yokohama to Suez, in- 
cluding all the Indian ports, while 
cargoes of the Borneo oil had also been 
landed at the principal ports, and 4000 
tons were on passage to London. 


trouble about a good market for all fuel 
oil that California can produce. It is 
not likely that we shall again see crude 
oil selling at less than one dollar per 
barrel at the wells. 


OUR NEW NAVY. 

As noted in a special dispatch to The. 
Times, under date of September 9, Sec- 
retary Long of the Navy Department 
proposes, in his next annual report, 
upon which he is now engaged, to make 
some important recommendations in 
regard to the navy. Among other 
things he will ask that a “naval policy 
board” be created, and that an exten- 
Sive plan be adupted for the strength- 
ening and unbuilding of the navy. f£ec- 
retary Long is of the opinion that Con- 
gress should authorize the building of 
one or more first-class battleships per 
year for the next ten years, and should 
authorize a definite appropriation each 
year for the work, so that it may go 
on uninterruptedly and systematically. 

The wisdom of these recommenda- 
tions may almost be said to be appar- 
ent without argument. If we are to 
have a first-class navy, it will be neces- 
sary for ts to go about building it in 
a systematic and methodical and sensi- 
ble manner. If a vote of the American 
people could be taken on the question 
of building a first-class navy, it is 
more than probable that the decision 
would be in the affirmative by an over- 
whelming majority, for public senti- 
ment unquestionably tends irresistibly 
in that direction. The glorious achieve- 
ments of, our small but well organized 
and superbly officered navy in the late 
war with Spain has taught the Ameri- 
can people the importance of the naval 
branch of our defensive and offensive 
establishment, and they have not been 
slow to understand the significance of 
the lesson, and the imperative neces- 
sity for its practical application if we 
are to maintain our position as a first- 
class world-power. Of course we shall 
maintain that position, and of course 
we shall build up a navy second to 
none on earth, to aid us in so doing. 

The question may therefore be re- 
garded as practically settled in ad- 
vance that we shall have a first-class 
navy. It only remains, therefore, to 
consider the best and the most prac- 
tical methods of accomplishing the de- 
sired and determined-upnon end. Sec- 
retary Long’s suggestions, above noted, 
seem practical, and in the right direc- 
tion. He estimates that if his plans 
were adopted, we should have, at the 
end of ten years, a navy which would 
be without a superior in the world. He 
further suggests that it would be a 
wise thing to place Admiral Dewey 
lat the head of the proposed naval pol- 
icy board, giving him practical control 
of the construction and equipment of 
the new battleships. This suggestion 
also appears to be a good one. Cer- 
tainly, there is no man in the United 
States who is better qualified, by edu- 
cation and experience, to assume a po- 
sition of so great importance and re- 
sronsibility than Admiral Dewey. He 
would adorn such a position, and his 
occupancy of it would be a guaranty 
that the work, involving many millions 
of dollars, would be performed hon- 
«stly, efficiently, and without jobbery 
of any kind. It is to be hoped that 
“Congress will consider with care the 
recommendations to be made by Secre- 
tary Long, and will act upon them with 
as little delay as possible. 


The whole question of retaining or 
relinquishing the Philippines is a ques- 
tion for Congress to determine, and 
the President has no power to decide it. 
It is the President’s duty to enforce 
the acts of Congress, and that is pre- 
cisely what he is doing in the Philip- 
pines. Sovereignty over the islands 
came to us by treaty, which the Sen- 
ate ratified, and which the House of 
Representatives indorsed by appro- 
priating the money necessary to give 
it effect. The President is bound to 
maintain our sovereignty in the isl- 
ands until Congress determines what 
their status shall be, and those who 
criticise him for the course he is pur- 
suing and has pursued, criticise him 
for performing his plain and impera- 
tive duty.

Superintendent of Schools Submits 
@ Plan, but Action is Deferred. 
The Question of Vaccination 
Again Discussed. 


The Board of Education held its reg- 
ular meeting last night. The question 
of accommodations for the High. 
School still remains unsettled, but it 
will be further discussed at an ad- 
journed meeting to be held on Thurs- 
day at 5 p. m. 

This was the first meeting since Su- 
perintendent Foshay returned from his 
vacation, and it was expected that the 
High School question would surely be 
settled. Superintendent Foshay, chair- 
man of a special committee to con- 
sider the matter, submitted a report 
giving their views as follows: 

“The plan that seems best is to re- 
move to adjacent schools the kinder- 
garten of Sand-street school, and two 
classes of Olive-street school, these 
three rooms and the present Sloyd 
room to be used for High School pur- 


poses. 4 

“Another plan that we think worthy 
of consideration is to remove the ‘an- 
nex’ (the original lunch pavilion) to an 
adjacent lot for the primary rooms of 
Sand-street building, and use all the 
Sand-street building for High School 
classes.”’ 

The first plan was very nearly 
adopted, but after reflection, a major- 
ity were in favor of postponing action 
until the adjourned meeting. Mean- 
time the membérs will take a drive 
about the city and examine the situa- 
tion. The time set for the expedition 
is Wednesday morning, at 8 o’clock. 

President Davis stated that Super- 
intendent Foshay suggested that the 
action taken at a previous meeting, 
fixing the time for physical exercise, 
be reconsidered, and that this time, in- 
stead of being fixed arbitrarily, be dis- 
tributed throughout the day at the dis- 
cretion of the teacher. There was a 
pronounced division of opinion on the 
matter, but a motion was finally car- 
ried that there should be not less than 
fifteen or more than twenty minutes 
devoted to the exercises. and that the 
superintendent should judge if there 
were different necessities which  re-

be in doubt about the residence of a 
~upil, he shall require a blank to be 
filled out, giving the name of the child, 
the address of the father and mother, 
and the length of time they have re- 
sided in the city. 

"The matter of fitting up a room in 
the Spring-street building for a night 
school was referred to the Committee 
on Buildings. After a short debaége, it 
was decided to admit girls to the 
school on the same terms as boys. 

A communication was read from 
Secretary Zeehandelaar of the War 
Board, asking that pupils of the nublic 
schools may take part in the reception 
to Battery D, and that the schools be 
Jismissed on the day of the celebra- 
tion. The matter was laid over until 
the adjourned meeting.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. A mag- 
nificent audience faced Mme. Modjeska 


and her excellent company of players. 


when the curtain rose at the Los An- 
geles Theater last evening. The play 
selected for the opening of the Mod- 
jeska engagement was “Marie Antoi- 
nette,”’ a drama (or, rather, a tragedy,) 
in a prologue and five acts, by Clinton 
Stuart. 

The scene of the play is laid in Paris, 
and the time is from 1787 to 1793—the 
stormy period of the French revolu- 
tion. Mr. Stuart’s drama is one of su- 
perlative emotional intensity, what- 
ever else may be its merits or demer- 
its. It deals in the storm and stress 
of the dark and blood-stained period in 
which its action is laid. It exploits 
the emotional and womanly. side of 
Marie Antoinette’s character+her love 
and tenderness, rather than her 
queenly attributes of haughtiness and 
pride and inconquerable will. We see 
before us the devoted wife, and the 
loving mother, rather than the proud 
Austrian who defied and despised the 
Parisians, and incurred their implaca- 
ble, enmity. The portraiture may be 
accepted as historically harmonious, 
for the Austrian Queen possessed a 
many-sided nature, capable of all 
phases of emotion, and having attri- 
butes of a widely divergent nature. 

Mr. Stuart's play is rather long- 
drawn-out: It was after 12 o'clock 
when the curtain descended on the 
final act. This, of course, is far too 
long to expect an audience to sit with 
patience, even if the play be absorb- 
ing. But it must be remembered 
that the piece is new, and the waits 
between the acts are longer than they 
will be when everything has been got 
into good running order. It will prob- 
ably be found, however, that some cut- 
ting down is necessary in order to 
adapt the piece to popular require- 
ments. 

The drama is essentially a drama o 
tears. Its warp and woof are of 
somber black, and there is not a ray 
of comedy to lighten the gloom, In 
point of fact, comedy would almost 
seem out of place in the stern struc- 
ture of this tragic drama, which moves 
forward relentlessly through sighs and 
— and heartaches to the terrible 
end. 

Of Modjeska’s interpretation of. the 
role of Marie Antoinette, there can be 
but one opinion. Her reputation in 
the dramatic world is so well defined 
and established that it is a guaranty 
that whatever role she essays will be 
treated with care, with artistic fidel- 
ity to the highest and best ideals, 
with forcefulness, and with technical 
skill. Her portrayal of the unfortunate 


queen, Marie Antoinette, is a power- 
ful, though very, very tearful, piece 
of dramatic characterization. It 


touches the sympathies, it suffuses the 
eyes, it reaches the heart. It has 
strength and fire as well as tenderness, 
but the tenderness predominates. 
Mme. Modjeska’s portrayal of the 
character carries the sympathetic in- 
terest of the audience from beginning 
to end, and is to be classed among 
her best efforts. 

John E. Kellerd as Louis XVI,: King: 
of France, has comparatively little op- 
portunity for the exercise of his best 
capabilities in the first three acts, but 
he is the central figure in a scene of 
surpassing power and vividness in the 
fourth act, where occurs the final part- 
ing of the King from his loved ones. 
Mr. Kellerd rises grandly to the splen- 
did possibilities of this scene. His 
treatment of the situation. is superb. 
and is pervaded by art that is both 
sincere and noble. 

Considered as a whole, the suppo 
ing company is of more than usual e 
cellence. Ind , it has few weak spots. 
Lack of time and space precludes the 
consideration of individual merit in de- 
tail. The Count de Mirabeau of Wads-: 
worth Harris, however, is notable for 
judicious and skillful treatment, es is 
the Marquis de Lafayette of Frederick 
Mosley, the Count de Provence of Lynn 
Pratt, and the Count de Fersen of 
George S. Spencer. Little Miss Buskirk 
does remarkably well in the role of 
Louis Charles, the Dauphin, evincing 
an aptitude for dramatic work which 
gives bright promise for the future. 

The play is sumptuously furnished. 
The scenery, by Thomas G. Moses, and 
the costumes, made under the rer- 
sonal supervision of Mme. Modjeska, 
leave little to be desired in their re- 
spective lines. 

‘“‘Marie Antoinette” will be repeated 
this evening and at the urday mati-. 
née. The bill for Wedne8day evening 
will be “Macbeth.” 


ORPHEUM: Of the players who 
have forsaken the “legitimate” for the 
vaudeville stage there are few better 
known to American play-goers or bet- 
ter equipped than that prince of come- 
dians, Felix Morris, who made his re- 
appearance last night with his com- 
pany in a unique and engaging skit 
entitled “Behind The Scenes.” The 
piece presents with graphic realism a 
view of the stage from the rear—a 
stage whereon is disclosed a manager 
on the verge of frenzy through the tan- 
trums of a recalcitrant leading lady, 
but who iS rescued from the ruin of 
a first night’s performance of a new 
play, a persistent father (Mr. Morris) 
and his talented daughter, who present 
themselves in the very nick of time. In 
the course of the play Mr. Morris de- 
scends to the drummer's position in the 
orchestra together with his daughter, 
and there works out some very de- 
licious bits of comedy in which the 
leader, Mr. Frankenstein bears a hand. 
The playlet is decidedly novel, and 
while it lacks the subtlety of many of 
the skits in which this very clever 
player has gained fame, it is still an 
excellent vehicle for the airing of his 
varied talents. This bright sketch 
was easily the leading feature of last 
night's bill. 

The other new features on the pro- 
gramme for the current week is Apollo 
who does some surpassingly deft feats 
on the aut wire, and the Mouliere sis- 
ters, queens of the triple horizontal 
bars, whose work is excellent. 

The tambourine spinners, Freeze 
brothers, repeat their act of last week 
with the addition of some very fine 
clog dancing; McMahon and King, the 
imitation darkeys do their song and 
dance turn. Hall and Staley continue 
to burgle, with brass band accompani- 
ment, and Caron and Herbert, the 
funny acrobats, continue to prolong 
their act with an overplus of horse 
play. ~The same bill will be continued 
during the week. 


MOROSCO’S BURBANK. The second 
week’s engagement of the Frawley 
Compary opened at this theater on 
Sunday evening, to a well-filled house, 
in “The Senator,” a play which was 
written by David D. Lloyd and Sidney 
Rosenfeld for William H. Crane. «The 
piece had a phenomenal run in New 
York in the early ‘90s, with Mr. Crane 
in the dominant role, and was after- 
ward made familiar to theater-goers 
throughout the country through the 
medium of Mr. Crane’s genius and rep- 
utation. 

The secret Of this play’s success and 
popularity’ need= not be searched for 
outside of its lines and situations and 
climaxes... It has inherent elements of 
popularity and of longevity. It tells a 
simple story, which is clear and com- 
prehensible and entertaining. It is, in 
fact., a delicious American comedy, 
possessing enough of serious intent to 
vitalize it with keen interest. Its 
movement is brisk and continuous, its 
climaxes grow naturally out of the 


situations and -incidents preceding 


them, and the denouement is satisfying. 
It leaves no bad taste in the mouth. 

The central motive of the play is 
found in the efforts of Hannibal Rivers, 
a typical western Senator, to secure 
favorable action by Congress upon a 
long-pending but just claim against 
the government. Silas Denman, the 
aged claimant, has a charming daugh- 
ter, in whom the Senator becomes in- 
terested, and this romantic interest 
naturally impels him to extraordinary 
efforts in behalf of the claim, which 
efforts are ultimately successful in the 
face of many and diverse obstacles; 
the daughter is won, and all ends hap- 
pily. arious complications, minor 
plots and pretty romances are evolved 
during the action of the play, and all 
these are deftly woven into a dramatic 
fabric of artistic pattern and harmoni- 
ous coloring. 

The satisfactory presentation of this 
play demands technical skill and true 
artistic instincts on the part of the 
players. To say that the Frawley Com- 
pany presents the play in a fairly sat- 
isfactory manner is to credit the mem- 
bers of that company with the posses- 
sion of these qualities in no small de- 
gree. Mr. Frawley takes the role of 
the Senator. There are large possibili- 
ties in this character, as Mr. Crane has 
fully demonstrated. Mr. Crane as the 
Senator permeated, pervaded and domi- 
nated the play, seeming to force its 
action and to control its evolution at 
every turn. It would be unfair to Mr. 
Frawley, of course, to draw the lines 
of comparison too closely between his 
rendering of this character and the 
work of one of the foremost of Ameri- 
can comedians. Without entering upon 
any such odious comparison it should 
be said, in candor, that there are possi- 
bilities plainly within reach of Mr. 
Frawley which he fails to realize in 
full. No comedian could reasonably ask 
better lines or finer “‘business’’ oppor- 
tunities than this role affords. These, 
with anything like intelligent interpre- 
tation, must of necessity carry the im- 
personation to a qualified success. But 
Mr. Frawley’s rendition lacks the 
swirig and dash and momentum which 
it ought to have to give it high artis- 
tic excellence and probability. It is 
deficient in a certain quality of perva- 
siveness, hard to define yet easily rec- 
ognized when present, which makes 
the difference between a pronounced 
and a modified success in the interpre- 
tation of an exacting role. Mr. Fraw- 
ley’s enunciation at times lacked dis- 
tinctness, giving the impression that 
he was not “letter perfect” in his 
lines. Despite the shortcomings men- 
tioned, however, there was much of vi- 
rility and force in his interpretation of 
the role, and his work, as a whole, left 
the impression that he could do it much 
better if he would. 

In the juicy role of Mrs. Hilary, 
Mary Van Buren finds material excel- 
lently adapted to her capabilities. Miss 
Van Buren is, indeed, a very beautiful 
woman, and the adjunct.of beauty is 
essential to the suitable portrayal of 
this unique but altogether delightful 
character. Aside from her phvsical 
adaptation to the role. Miss Van Buren 
imbues it with genuine artistic feel- 
ing, and makes of the dashing. suscep- 
tible, but true-hearted Mrs. Hilary, a 
living reality. Irene Everett as Mabel 
Denman is acceptable, as is Marion 
Rarnev in the role of Mrs. Armstrong. 
Pearl Landers as Josie Armstrong is a 
rare dream of girlish beauty. and her 
work has the requisite admixture of 
“ginger.” Mrs. F. M. Bates. an actress 
of sterling merit. gives a most excel- 
lent and well-nigh faultless portrayal 
of the character of Mrs. Schuyler. 

Harrington Reynolds as Count von 
Strahl, presents a strong, consistent, 
well-considered interpretation of a 
role which offers no great difficulties 
in the hands of an experienced player. 
The Raron Ling Ching of J. R. Amory 
is artistically complete as a character 
study, and auaintly amusing at all 
times. Frank Mathieu as-Jdeut. Schuy- 
ler is entertaining. thoveh perhavs a 
trifle too woodenish. Francis Byrne 
works hard and accomplishes much as 
the Senator’s private secretary. Wal- 
lace Shaw eives a distinct and forceful 
characterization of Tsailah Sharplese. 
Georre Gastor as Silas Denman and 
Reginald Travis as "Rastus, are thor- 
ougehlv accentable. Charles Warner, 
who essavs the role of Alexander Arm- 
atrone, Secretarv of State. is painfullv 
inadenvate to its prover portraval. If 
our Secretaries of State were made of 
avnch stuff it would be time for treason, 
strategems and revolution. 

SALT AS MONEY. 


Strange Uses to Which it Has Been 
Pat. 


[Boston Herald:] Salt was declared 
by Pythagoras to be the emblem of 
justice; for as it preserves all things 
whatever it animates, and without it all 
is corrupted. He, therefore, directed 
that a saltcellar should be placed upon 
the table at every meal, in order to re- 
= men of this emblematic virtue of 
salt. 

Cosmas, the Egyptian geographer, 
stated that salt currency was in use in 
Africa in the sixth century; and Marco 
Polo wrote that salt was a common 
medium of exchange among certain 
Asiatic people in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. In Thibet pieces of salt shaped 
in a mold and weighing about half a 
pound each served as small exchange, 
eighty such pieces having a value equal 
to about $3. 

There is an old proverb that “many 
packs of salt must be eaten together 
to bring frieridship to perfection.” 


SOLD SLAVES FOR SALT. 


So highly did the Thracians of old 
prize salt that they bartered slaves in 
exchange for it. 

Felix Dubois, in his ‘‘Timbuctoo the 
Mysterious,’”’ comments on the variety 
of salt in the interior of the Soudan, 
and says it is the most valuable com- 
modity of that region, the true gold of 
the Soudanese. 

In speaking of a lack of piquancy or 
pointedness in a dull sermon or address, 
the French people say, “There was no 
salt in that discourse.”’ 

The covenant of salt is the most sa- 
cred possible among the Jews. 

Compacts between eastern tribes are 
confirmed by salt, and the most solemn 
pledges ratified by it. 

The idea that the spilling of salt pro- 
duces evil consequences is supposed to 
have originated in the tradition that 
Judas overturned a saltcellar at the 
Paschal supper, as portrayed in Leo- 
nardo da Vinci's painting. 

In early times any one having the 
misfortune to spill salt was supposed 
to incur the anger of all good spirits, 
and to be rendered susceptible to the 
malevolent influences of demons. 

It was customary among the Greeks 
to present salt to the gods as a thank- 
offering at the beginning of every meal. 

There is a Norwegian belief that if 
one spills salt he will shed as many 
tears as may suffice to dissolve the 
quantity of salt he has lost. 


TO AVERT ILL LUCK. 


In one part of Pennsylvania, in order 
to avert ill luck after salt has been 
spilled, one should not only toss a pinch 
of the spilled salt over the left shoul- 
der, but should also crawl under a ta- 
ble and come out on the opposite side. 

The following lines are found in a 
British publication of the last century: 
We'el tel you the reason 

Why spilling of salt 

Is esteemed such a fault, 
Because it doth ev’rything season. 


Th’ anticues did opine 
"Twas of friendship a sign,

Salt was in high repute in olden 
times in Scotland as a charm, and 
the salt box was the first chattel to be 
removed to a new dwelling. In 1789, 
when: Robert Burns was about to oc- 
cupy a new house at Ellisland, he was 
escorted thither along the banks of

A mother seeks to protect her daugh- 
ter from evil glances in Bohemia by 
placing a little bread and salt in her 
pocket, and when a young girl goes out 
for a walk the mother sprinkles salt 
on the ground behind her, so that she 
may not lose her way. 

Scotch fishermen have a custom of 
salting their nets “for luck,” and they 
also sometimes throw a littlé salt into 
‘the sea “‘to blind the fairies.” 

According to the mythical lore of 
Finland, Ukko, the god of the sky, 
struck fire in the heavens, a spark 
from which descended into the ocean 
and became salt. 

The earliest mention of salt in the 
Bible is in reference to the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah. 

Formerly the women and girls among 
the Mexican Nahuas who were. em- 
ployed in the preparation of salt, were 
wont to dance at a yearly festival in 
honor of the goddess of salt, Huix- 
tocihnatl, whose brothers, the rain 
gods, it is said, as the result of a 
quarrel, drove her into the sea, where 
she invented the art of making the 
previous substance. 

It is a~time-honored custom in east- 
ern countries to place salt before 
Strangers as a token and pledge of 
friendship and good will.

INFLUENCE OVER EVIL. 


As indicating the superstitious rever- 
ence with which salt is regarded in the 
east, may be cited the story of a noted 
robber in Persia, who had entered the 
palace of a prince and was about to 
depart with his spoil, when he stumbled 
over an object which his sense of taste 
revealed to be a lump of salt. Having 
thus involuntarily partaken of a. pledge 
of hospitality beneath another man’s 
roof, he dared not violate it, and left 
his plunder behind him. . 

Evil spirits, it is said, cannot bear 
salt, and Horst tells this story: <A 
German peasant and his wife, who was 
a witch, were invited to supper by the 
devil one evening. All the dishes lacked 
seasoming, and the peasant, in spite of 
his wife’s remonstrances, kept asking 
for salt, and when, after a while, it was 
brought, he remarked with fervor: 
“Thank God, here 
whereupon the whole scene vanished. 

In Hungary salt is sometimes sprin- 
kled on the threshold of a new house to 
keep away witches. 

The expression “to salt an inyoice” 
signifies to increase the full market 
value of each article, and corresponds 
to the use of the French word saler, to 
overcharge, and hence to “fleece” or 

According to M. J. Schleiden (in Das 
Salz) it is Gustomary in upper Egypt 
previous to the setting out of a cara-

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


A correspondent writes The Times 
complaining bitterly of the fact that 
all the city eleetric lights are turned 
off, or out, at 4 a.m. each day, leaving 
the city in almost total darkness just 
when milkmen, bakers, butchers, mar- 
ket-gardeners, newspaper girculators 
and others are busily engaged in their 
several lines of work, and that these 
and others who are out at that time 
must grope in the darkness as best 
they can. The correspondent also 
makes the point that these lights are 
all burning when the moon is full, but 
not in the morning, when light is 
greatly needed. 


The Redlands Facts, in commenting 
upon the dangerous practice of \ bi- 
cycling on the sidewalks of that city, 
says: “The ordinance against it 
should not be amended, but strictly 
enforced.” These words fit the Los 
Angeles case exactly. In the residence 
portions, south and west, on almost 
any evening, men, women and boys 
ride on the cement walks, to the im- 
minent danger'of women and chil- 
dren, and yell derisively, in many 
cases, if remonstrance is made. Resi- 
dents do not care to make personal 
complaint, as, too often, the offenders 
reside in the same block. An officer 
or two in private dress, who can ride 
well, could soon check this danger- 
laden practice, and relieve many 
mother hearts of genuine fear for the 
little folk who have only that time 
and place for play. 


For the “steenth” time, the other- 
wise progressive and growing town of 
Anaheim comes to the front and 
acknowledges that. the picture-enlarg- 
ing fraud has been among the people 
and got away with several hundreds 
of good dollars, leaving them the real 
article of experience in exchange. Good 
women, who would flash indignant 
eyes on the luckless man who charged 
them with being greedy, will, never- 
theless, listen complacently to the 
agent as he makes music with his 
mouth, and end in advancing ‘$4.50 
only” on the basis of “for which you 
receive pictures valued at §20."" All 
this could be borne with equanimity 
if the $4.50 went into local circulation, 


but the picture fraud is a foreign 
plant whose governing law is, “Tis 
distance lends enchantment to the 
view.”’ 


That the recent mountain fires have 
been disastrous is painfully evident, 
and that they have brought to the 
front considerable bad feeling is also 
in evidence, but more than all this, 
they have demonstrated the timeliness 
and need of the warnings published 
in these columns recently. Who fights 
the fires, how they are fought, when 
and where, are immaterial things com: 


pared with the real issue—are they 
successfully fought. Pending the 
rainfall, we are likely to have a _ re- 


newal of the visitation, and the real 
point at issue is not, have we a force 
of rangers sufficient. to patrol the 
cafions, but have we ways and means 
to hire and rapidly mobilize an extra 
force to combat the fire when it 
reaches destructive proportions, be- 
yond the power of the patrol? In- 
dividual feelings, official or non-offi- 
cial, pale into nothingness in compari- 
s0n with this burning question. If 
those in authority have not this power, 
why not? And if not now, then when?

MRS. LILLIE’S FAREWELL. 


SHE BIDS ADIEU TO THE sPookKS 
AT SYCAMORE GROVE. 


sion of Messages from the Spirit 
World—Spirits not Very Com- 
Mmunicative at Present. 


Yesterday afternoon Mrs. R. S. Lillie 
delivered her farewell lecture before 
the Harmonia! Spiritualist Association 
encamped at Sycamore Grove, Mrs.

The spirit- 
world is prepared to give to alli the 
Same proof at the present day that was 
given in the first place. Each indi- 
vidual is so organized by nature that 
it is possible for the individual to re- 
ceive manifestations from spirit friends 
in a greater or less degree. Spiritual- 
ism is worth just’as much to you as 
the use you make of it. It settles 
many complex questions, and affords 
relief to mankind.” 

Mrs. Lillie then asserted that a spirit 
can communicate with a person on this 
earth without being very near, and 
compared the sending of messages to 
talking over a telephone. Continuing, 
she said: 

“While we consider these thoughts 
. we must remember that time is doing 
mighty work. We have often said 
that progress moves with the human 
race in three ways—physical, spiritual 
and mental. The physical advancement 
of this century is marvelous. At the 
Same time there have been great in- 
tellectual and spiritual strides. We are 
able to reveal the truth only as far as 
mankind is ready to receive it.

The funda- 
mental belief of the Christian religion 
is the fall of man. We have found out 
that he never fell, but that he is climb- 
ing up instead.”’ 

In conclusion, Mrs. Lillie thanked the 
good friends of the Harmonial Spitrit- 
ualist Association as well as the good 
spirit friends who attended the meet- 
ings.

BRADBEER’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Attempted to Board a Moving Car 
and Rolled Underneath. 

Architect James H. Bradbeer had a 
narrow escape last night from being 
crushed to death underneath the wheels 
of a trolley car. He was pushed and 
rolled some little distance by the 
wheels of the car, and escaped with 
only a few superficial bruises on his 
body and one deep cut on his right 
hand. 

Mr. Bradbeer left his home at No. 
1350 Newton street about 7 o'clock last 
night and started to take a Vernon car 
into the city. An eye witness of the 
accident said that Mr. Bradbeer at- 
tempted to board the car at the corner 
of Central avenue and Newton street 
while the car was in motion. The car 
had a trailer attached, and Mr. Brad- 
beer, in attempting to get on, missed 
his footing and fell between.the car 
and, the trailer. The front trucks of 
the trailer pushed him along for some 
little distance, and when the car was 
stopped his body was underneath. 

W. J. Sherer, who was a passenger 
on the car, assisted in getting Mr. 
Bradbeer out of his perilous position 
and carried him to the residence of Dr. 
Wicks, near by. It was thought that 
the front wheels of the trailer had 
passed over both of Mr. Bradbeer's legs 
near his body, and that he was serl- 
ously, if not fatally, injured. Dr. F. J. 
Kruell of No. 1201 Central avenue was 
Summoned, and after an examination 
he found that Mr. Bradbeer's injuries 
were very slight, considering the ex- 
perience he had passed through. The 
flesh on the left thigh was bruised and 
the muscles slightly torn. The most 
serious injury is a deep cut on the 
right hand near the base of the little 
finger. He also received a slight bruise 
on his scalp and minor scratches on 
other parts of his body, but his face 
was uninjured. 

After completing his examination of 
Mr. Bradbeer, Dr.- Kruell had him re- 
moved to his residence and dressed his 
injuries.

much discussion the report of the com- 


mittee to whom the matter had been 
referred was rejected by a tie vote. 

Los Angeles is to be represented at 
the annual convention of the League 
of American Municipalities at Syracuse, 
N. Y., by Councilman Charles H. Toll. 
He was appointed the city’s delegate by 
the Council yesterday and will leave 
for the East this evening. He will 
make his visit to Syracuse an incident 
of a business trip East and will repre- 
sent this city without cost to the city. 

The Board of Health has demanded 
a more rigid enforcement of the ordi- 
nance against expectoration on the 
sidewalks and has asked the City Coun- 
al to adopt an ordinance ordering the 
placing of signs calling attention to the 
erdinance in public conveyances and 
public buildings. 

The city will hold up the money due 
the contractors on the Third-street tun- 
nel until there is an adjudication of 
the differences between them and a 
sub-contractor. Suit will probably be 
filed in the courts to settle this matter. 

Residents of the vicinity of Casteilar 
and Alpine streets have filed a vigorous 
protest against the actions of a crowd 
of boys at the College Settlement and 
nave asked that a policeman be sent 
there to prevent a continuation of the 
alleged disorder. 

Permission has been granted the 
Temple-street Cable Railway Company 
to change its motive power to elec- 
tricity. When this change has been 
made the last of the cable roads of 
this city will have been thus converted 
into an electric line. 

When the suit instituted last July 
by J. W. McClelland against Mrs. 
Bertha Ball and her husband, Capt. 
WwW. F. Ball, came up before Judge Shaw 
resterday morning, he granted a motion 
to strike out the sensational features 
pf the complaint. The allegations re- 
maining are simply of fraud alleged to 
have been practiced upon McClelland 
by his wife, Mrs: Ball, when she was 
Mrs. McClelland. He alleges that she 
took advantage of his weak mental 
condition, due to a sunstroke, and 
thereby defrauded him of $13,500.

NEW SALARY 


RATES OF PAYOF CITY EMPLOYEES 
FOR THE YEAR. 


Few Changes Made in the Old Ordi- 
nance—Board of Health Wants 
an Ordinance Enforced—Division 
as to a Pipe Line—Temple-strect 
Road to Be Electrized. 


At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion of the City Council yesterday the 
various tinancial reports, the Auditor's 
statement of the condition of the city 
funds, the Treasurer's monthly report 
for August, etc., were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee reported 
recommending that the request of the 
City Auditor for authority to cancel 
several old demands which have been 
on hand for years and the presence of 
which prevents the final closing of the 
accounts of several tax funds, be 
granted. The recommendation was 
adopted. 

Some time ago Mark Bunce appeared 
before the Council and demanded pay 
for services as an election officer. He 
had been appointed as an election clerk 
at one of the voting places at the 
water-bond election, but as he arrived 
there late the other officers substituted 
another person to fill his position. 
When he came he demanded the right 
to serve, but was not permitted to do 
so. He then personally appeared be- 
fore the Council and demanded his pay 
and the matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee. That committee 
reported yesterday that inasmuch as 
he had not really served, and as an- 
other person who had done the work 
had been paid therefor, it was recom- 
mended that the demand be denied. 
Mhe report was approved. 

The transfer of $1200 from the tax 
fund of 1899-1900 to the library salary 
furl was ordered on recommendation 
of the Finance Committee. 

On movion of Councilman Pessell the 

roceedings for the improvement of

A BENEVOLENT NUISANCE. 


Alpine and Castelar streets filed the 
following self-explanatory communica- 
tion with the Council yesterday morn- 
ing, and some of them personally urged 
the members of the Council to take im- 
mediate action for their relief: 

“We, the undersigned, residing in the 

vicinity of the crossing of Alpine and 
Castelar streets, have the honor to re- 
speagfully represent that an intolerable 
nuisance is being maintained on the 
southeast corner of those streets under 
the name of the College Settlement, or 
College Extension, where the most de- 
praved boys of the various national- 
ities are allowed to assemble at all 
hours, occupying the streets, indulging 
in various games, wrestling, fighting, 
swearing and using the most vulgar 
and obscene language, pilfering, pil- 
laging and throwing stones into adja- 
cent premises, entirely unrestrained. 
School children passing when these 
boys are assembled are liable to be 
assaulted and robbed, and all passers- 
by are compelled to hear the most vul- 
gar and profane utterances imaginable. 
These boys, instead of being reformed, 
are being rapidly fitted for the peniten- 
tiary and the gallows. If this condi- 
tion is allowed to continue, we, who 
have children to raise, will be com- 
pelled to abandon our homes and prop- 
erty rather than to subject those who 
are dear to us to this depraved influ- 
ence. If no other remedy seems avail- 
able for our relief, we earnestly re- 
quest that a policeman be permanently 
stationed at this corner to maintain 
order and keep these boys under re- 
straint.” 
The communication bears the signa- 
tures of sixteen residents of that vicin- 
ity. It was referred to the Board of 
Police Commissioners, with instructions 
to abate the nuisance complained of as 
soon as possible. 

PASSING OF THE CABLE. 

The Board of Public Works recom- 
mended that the ordinance granting to 
the Temple Street Cable Railway Com- 
pany permission to change its motive 
power to electricity be placed upon its 
passage. The ordinance was read and 
adopted without division. It was stated 
that an understanding has been reached 
as to what service will be given the 
public by the company after the pro- 
posed change. 

A petition for the complete improve- 
ment of Figueroa street betwen Second 
and Fourth streets was referred to the 
City Engineer for an estimate of front- 
age. 

The petition for the improvement of 
Towne avenue between Ninth and 
Fleventh streets was granted’ and the 
City Engineer was directed to present 
the necessary ordinance of intention. 


TWENTIETH-STREET CONTRACT. 


The contract for the improvement of 
Twentieth street between Grand ave- 
nue and Figueroa street was awarded 
to C. W. Shafer, whose bid was ‘¢) 
cents per lineal foot for grading and 
graveling; 29 cents per foot for curb, 
95 cents per foot for sewer, 9% cents 
per square foot for sidewalks, and $1.50 
per lineal foot for crosswalks. Later 
in the day and after the resolution 
of award had been adopted, Shafer ap- 
peared before the Council and stated 
that in making his bid he hal heea 
under the impression that the improve- 
ment was to be done with the natural 
gravel of the street. If he had known 
that the improvement was to be like 
anv other. his bid would have been 
much higher. He asserted that if he 
was compelled to do the work it would 
mean a loss of $600 to him, and he, 
therefore, asked to be allowed to with- 
draw from». the contract. The City 
Attorney was called upon, and stated 
that the city could not legally rescind 
the contract, the law being very ex- 
plicit on the subject. Inasmuch as but 
a ‘short time had elapsed between the 
award and the request for a with- 
drawal from the contract, the mem- 
bers thought it was certainly legal for 
them to reconsider the vote by which 
the award had been made, since that 
course is sometimes followed in mat- 
ters of much greater importance. The 
vote was thereupon reconsidered, and 
all bids were rejected. The Citv Clerk 
was directed to readvertise for bids for 
the improvement. 

On recommendation of the Fire and 
Water Committee the City Clerk was 
directed to advertise for bids for fur- 
nishing the city with 15,000 feet of new 
fire hose. 

DISPUTE AS TO PIPE. 

Two reports were submitted by the 
Zanja Committee with reference to the 
proposed pipe line on Stanley avenue. 
The majority of the committee recom- 
mended that vitrified pipe be used, the 
cost being more than $9000. Counclil- 
man Pierce submitted a minority re- 
port recommending that cement pipe 
be used, for the reason that it would 
answer the same purpose as well as 
vitrified pipe, and would cost more 
than $2000 less than the other. An 
animated discussion followed the read- 
ing of these reports, Mr. Pierce con- 
tending that it was useless to expend 
the $2000 when the city needed the 
money. City Engineer Olmsted stated 
that there was no question that vitri- 
fied pipe was the better, and he con- 
sidered it economy to order that kind, 
even if it did cost more. He argued 
that there was always danger of roots 
of trees growing into a cement pipe 
and either stopping it up or ruining 
it. Ex-Mayor Hazard appeared as the 
champion fr the cement pipe bidder. 
He asserted that there were miles of 
cement pipe in this city, which had 
been in the ground for years, and of- 
fered to withdraw from the contest if 
any person could point out an instance 
where it was not now as good as when 
it was laid. He questioned the engt- 
neer closely and asserted that cement 
pipe was better than clay pipe, for 
the reason that the longer it was in 
nse the better it became. Several of 
the Councilmen participated in the dis- 
cussion. When the question was put 
en the adoption of the minority report 
it was lost. Before the vote on the 
majority report could be taken, action 
was deferred until the afternoon ses- 
sion, so that Water Overseer Dalton 
could be heard. 

When the matter was taken up at the 


sent for and, in response to an inquiry 
as to his opinion of the two kinds of 
pipe, he said there was no question that 
vitrified pipe was the better, because 
cement pipe almost invariably cracked 
in the invert. He said that if he was 
doing work for himself h ould pay 
the difference and order vitrified pipe, 
because he considered that cheaper in 
the end. Water Overseer Dalton men- 
tioned the trouble that he had had with 
with roots of trees growing into ce- 
ment pipe, but he said that there were 
a number of pipe lines in the city made 
of cement which had given no trouble 
and which are as good as when they 
were laid. City Engineer Olmsted re- 
peated what he had said at the morn- 
ing session, and Mr. Hazard made an- 
other pies for the adoption of cement 
pipe. Then the vote was taken on the 
adoption of the majority report of the 
committee recommending that vitrified 
pipe be used, there voted in the af- 
firmative Messrs. Blanchard, Lauder. 
Todd and Silver, and in the negative 
Messrs. Pierce, Toll. Baker and Vet- 
ter, a tie vote, and the motion to 
adopt the report was therefore declared 
lost. This leaves the matter in exactlv 
the same shape as if the report of the 
committee had not been made, and it

The weekly report of the City Attor- 
ney, submitted at the afternoon ses- 
sion, was one of the most voluminous 
that that official has had to pfesent for 
several months. He presented a long 
opinion as to,.the claim of A. E. Chaffey 
against Swensen & Hill, who have the 
contract for the construction of the 
Third-street tunnel, in which he ad- 
vised that pending a settlement of the 
matter between them in the courts the 
city might hold up the payments to be 
made to that firm. At the morning ses- 
sion a demand for a partial payment 
on the work had been adopted, and 
this action was reconsidered and the 
demand was again referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. The City Auditor 
and City Treasurer were notified of this 
action. The City Attorney also sub- 
mitted an ordinance extending the 
limits within which the Oil Inspector 
shall have authority to regulate the 
erection of derricks and to have gen- 
eral supervision over the oil flelds. This 
ordinance was referred to the Fire and 
Water Committee. 

With reference to the petition of 
certain property-owners for the aban- 
donment of a portion of what is prop- 
erly old Figueroa street, between Ninth 
and Tenth streets, but which is not 
now opened for traffic, the City Attor- 
ney presented a long opinion in which 
he traced the titles to property in that 
portion of the city back to 1853, and 
quoted from an’ opinion delivered by 
the City Attorney in 1893, showing how 
it happens that there is a portion of 
street which has never been vacated, 
although it has been used by private 
property-owners all these years. He 
stated that there could be no legal ob- 
jection to the abandonment of that 
portion of the street at this time if the 
Council were so disposed. The matter 
was referred back to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. The street referred to is 
not the present Figueroa street, but 
is what was once dedicated as such 
street west of the present line of that 
thoroughfare and intersecting it at an 
angle at Pico street.

THE BOARD HEALTH. 


Protest Against a*Chinese Laundry. 
Too Much Expectoration. 

The regular semi-monthly meeting 
of the Board of Health was held 
yesterday afternoon in the Mayor’s of- 
fice. A protest addressed to the board 
and to the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers, signed by a large number of own- 
ers of property on Flower street be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth, in which 
a demand is made that something be 
done to prevent the establishment 
there of a Chinese laundry, was re- 
ferred to the Fire Commission. The 
protest recites that an old building 
has recently been moved to that block 
which is built up with handsome: resi- 
dences, and that it is the intention of 
the owner to rent the place to Chinese 
for laundry purposes. The Board of 
Health has nothing to do with such 
matters, but the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners must issue a permit before 
such a use can be made of the house. 
Dexter Samson and other residents 
later in the day applied to Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Chambers for a com- 
plaint against the proprietor of the 
laundry building, on the ground of 
maintaining a public nuisance. 

The reports of the meat and milk 
inspectors for June, July and August 
were presented and placed on file. 

The registration of Drs. T. C. Don- 
nell and F. S. Temple and the issuance 
to them of certificates to practice medi- 
cine were approved. 

Dr. S. P. Black was elected con- 
sulting bactériologist to the Board of 
Health. The position is an honorary 
one, there being no salary attached. 
Dr. Powers stated that Dr. Black had 
been of great assistance to him in 
various kinds of work. 

Health Officer Powers called atten- 
tion to the necessity for a more rigid 
enforcement of the ordinance forbidding 
expectoration upon the sidewalks, and 
at his suggestion the City Council was 
requested to adopt an ordinance re- 
quiring the placing of signs in public 
conveyances and public buildings call- 
ing attention to the ordinance. The 
police department will also be re- 
quested to enforce the law.

COPIOUS SHEDDING OF TEARS IN 
THE POLICE COURT. 


Sad Spectacle of Parents Appearing 
as Promeeutors of Children. 
Kelso Family’s Domestic Dis- 
cord—Son Robs His Mother. 


Owing to the illness of Justice Aus- 
tin, Justice Morgan sat in Department 
Two of the Police Court yesterday and 
attended to the current grist of crim- 
inal business. The feature of the ses- 
sion was the painful spectacle of 
parents appearing as prosecutors of 
their offspring, and there were many 
tearful scenes during the course of 
the proceedings. 

PARENTS AGAINST SON. 

The most sensational trial of the 
day was that of Charles W. Kelso for 
disturbing the peace. The complain- 
ing witness was his aged father, Wil- 
liam Kelso of No. 1520 Millard avenue, 
who told with a voice choked with 
emotion of his trouble with his un- 
ruly son who is. nearly 29 years old. 
The father of the defendant was suc- 
ceeded on the witness-stand by the 
mother, a comely matron who, be- 
tween sobs, corroborated her hus- 
band’s story. The son all this while 
sat defiant In the prisoner’s dock and 
at the conclusion of their testimony 
cross-examined them in a strong and 
indignant tone. Then he testified in 
his own defense, but before he _ got 
through broke down and wept bitterly. 

The substance of the various tales 
of woe told by the witnesses was that 
Charles some weeks ago accused his 
mother of having taken $1.25 from his 
trousers pocket. She denied that she 
even had knowledge of his having had 
such a sum of money, but for the 
sake of keeping peace in the family 
she asked her husband to give the 
young man the sum alleged to have 
been stolen. Mr. Kelso gave him the 
money and Charles seemed to take 
this as a confession on the part of his 
mother that she had rifled his pocket. 
Last Saturday afternoon while Charles 
and his father were alone’ in the 
house, the elder Kelso handed his son 
$3 on account of work which he had 
helped to perform, promising to pay 
him the balance due for wages at a 
later date. Charles reminded him that 
he had been paid only $10 since the 
middle of August. ; 

“You are mistaken, my son,” said 
Mr. Kelso. “I paid you $1.25 besidcs 
the $10, since that time.” 

“That was in return for the money 
mother took out of my clothes, and 
I don’t propose to have it taken out 
‘of my wages.” 

_ “Whoever says your mother robbed 
you, lies,’”’ retorted the father. 

“Whoever says the money was not 
taken out of my pocket is 
liar,’’ replied the son. 

This was more than the father could 
stand. A stormy scene ensued, during 
which Charles got hold of his father 
around the waist. The latter succeeded 
in getting one arm free and seized a 
large pair of scissors, with which he 
pretended that he would stab his son. 
Charles ran around a table, with the 
old man after him, brandishing the 
shears. Seeing that he was about to 
be cornered and probably stabbed, 
Charles succeeded in getting the scis- 
sors away from his father, then made 
his escape outdoors. The old man 
picked up a hammer and chased him 
out of the yard. The young man then 
boarded a car and went downtown to 
get shaved. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Kelso returned home 
and her husband told her about the 
row. Later In the evening Charles re- 
turned to’ the house, and calling his 
mother to the kitchen door, asked her 
to own up that she stole his money. 
She denied the accusation, as she had 
done before, and told him that if he 
did not cease making trouble for the 
family they would have to hand him 
over for punishment by the law. The 
undutiful son answered this threat by 
threatening to burn down the house if 
they had him arrested. Hearing the 
conversation at the back d , the elder 
Kelso exclaimed from within: ; 


“Ts that scamp back here again? I'll

rection. Charles grabbed up a long- 

handled spade when he saw himself at- 
tacked on two sides, and threatened to 
brain any one who dared to poreac’ 
him. He retreated outside of the yard 
again and hurled defiance and male- 
dictions at his relatives. George ran 
into the house, and, reappearing, made 
a bluff at drawing a revolver to shoot 
his brother. Charles in turn drew a 


knife, but neither of the brothers at- 
tempted violence. Mrs. Kelso per- 
suaded her husband to reé@nter the 
house, while George was dispatched to 
fetch a policeman. While he was gone 
Charles lay down in an adjacent va- 
cant lot and waited for the arrival of 
the officer. By and by Officer Ditewig 


arrived on the scene and took the young | 


man to the City Jail. . 

Although pleading not guilty to the 
charge of disturbing the peace, young 
Kelso admitted practically everything 
that his father and mother testified to, 
but laid the blame on his father for 
beginning the row. In speaking of for- 
mer family jars, during the course cf 
his testimony, the defendant told of a 
difficulty he had had with his brother 

rge recently. On that occasion he 
said his father sided with him. Then 
suddenly giving way to a violent 
spasm of weeping, the young man, ex- 
tending his hand to heaven, exclaimed 
dramatically: 

““That is the only time in my life 
that father ever took my part! God 
bless him!” 

Having vented his pent-up feelings 
in this way, the young man had little 
more to say. Justice Morgan found 
him guilty as charged and ordered him 
detained in custody until 2 o’clock to- 
day, when sentence will be pronounced. 

Immediately after this order the de- 
fendant was arraigned on another 
charge of disturbing the peace, pre- 
ferred by, his brother George Kelso 
This is the outgrowth of a quarrel the 
two young men had August 25. The 
father rose to remark that George had 
brought this charge without the knowl- 
edge and consent of his parents, and as 
he was about to leave the city it would 
probably not be pushed. Charles 
pleaded not guilty and the case was 
allowed to go over until today. 

ROBBED HIS MOTHER. 

Another tearful scene ensued when ' 
Clarence Allen, aged 13, was araigned | 
on the charge of petty larceny. Clar- 
ence is small for his age, but as tough 
a gamin as lives on the East Side. In 
November, 1897, he was convicted of 
petty larceny for pilfering from neigh- 
bors. Several weeks ago he stole $20 
from his mother and took a crowd of 
boys to Santa Monica for a good time. 
He confessed his crime and promised 
his mother to be a better boy if she 
would not send him to jail. He also 
went to work in a cannery and under- 
took to pay back the stolen money. 

r paying several weekly install- 
ments, he defaulted and blew in his 
earnings. Then he stole a $5 bill, which 
his grandmother had given his elder 
brother when the latter was only 4 
years old. Mrs. Allen had saved this 
money all these years for her first born, 
who is a good boy, and when she dis- 
covered that Clarence had sneaked it 
and blown it in on another junket to 
Santa Monica, she gave up all hope of 
being able to reform him. She handed 


him over to Officer Romans, who 
bundled him off to jail, where he yet 
remains. Mrs. Allen tried to have him 
committed to the Whittier reform 
school yesterday, but the Superior 
Court is loath to send young boys there 
now. Nothing was left but to have 
him punished for petty larceny by the 
Justice Court. Clarence wept copiously 
when arraigned yesterday and pleaded 
guilty. His heartbroken mother also 
gave way to tears when she was com- 
pelled to tell the court what a naughty 
boy her son Clarence is. Justice Mor- 
gan ordered the lad brought up today 
for sentence,

Her gold plate, stored at 
Windsor Castle and brought to Lon- 
don for use at court festivities at 
Buckingham Palace, is of vast value. 
It chiefly consists of dishes, flagons, 
stands and shields, and has been ac- 
cumulated through many past genera- 
tions, by the monarchs who preceded 


her. Other treasures in the way of 
furniture, apparel, household orna- 
ments, tapestries, rugs, carriages, 


horses, etc., would reach huge sums 
if reduced to pounds, shillings and 
pence. Unless I_am greatly in error, 
all the royal palaces are exempt from 
taxation, and the state defrays the 
huge expenses of maintaining each. 
It is now and then affirmed, and not 
without truth, that a President of the 
United States has more power than 
the Queen of England. But his 
yearly ten thousand pounds make a 
piteous showing beside that copious 
stream of gold which pours. continu- 
ously into the coffers of Windsor. 
And when one thinks of the £100,000 
per annum given the Prince of Wales, 
and the smaller yet regal incomes dig- 
tributed among his brothers and sis- 
ters, one realizes the tremendous 
financial benefits which royalty ob- 
tains in one of the richest nations of 
the world.

PEOPLE ON “LOST MOTION.’’. 


Annual Meeting of Christian En- 
deaveor Union—Thousands of 
Rainbow Trout Let Loose in 
Mountain Streams—More Water 
for Suffering West Siders.

“I therefore so run, not as uncer- 
tainly.’ Standing at the scratch, with 
every nerve on a tension like a harp 
String; leaping straight out into the 
air at the crack of the pistol; running 
like the wind with the eye fastened 
on the ontcome, swerving, no 
vacillation, until the racer breaks 
through the string at the end of the 
course.

“Look back over your Christian 
course. Can you see the trail you have 
made as you run?

Does 
it show a maze of your.own footsteps 
here somewhere else, where you got 
befogged in some foolish doubts and 
wandered about seeking for a short cut 
to the goal?

Here, maybe, the 
footsteps are close together, showing 
the short steps of a one who is saun- 
tering along unevenly and languidly. 
Here again are some tremendous 
strides, showing where you did run 
well and mightily. Ah, what a poor 
course for one who is running for a 
deathless prize! The old Greek run- 
ners whom Paul saw on the courses 
where he gathered his athletic lore 
which he wove into his epistles, ran 
‘to obtain a corruptible crown; but 
you for an incorruptible.” — 

“ ‘So fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air.’ Not with soft gloves, that do 
no hurt, but with the bare hand, har- 
dened by its rigid clinching. Bag- 
punching is very pretty, very artistic; 
the skillful athlete makes it fairly 
musical by the rhythmic rapidity of 
his strokes. And a parlor sparring 
match with gloves like pillows may be 
very attractive and exciting. There is 
a certair. physical science in sparring. 
But, face to face with a foe—the iron- 
muscled arms for shields, the sledge- 
hammer fists smashing their clean 
weight, fired by the catapult power of 
the *knotted striking muscles full into 
the enemy’s face—smash—smash—that 
isn't pretty, but it’s war!

toes, feinting daintily, but never hit- 
ting anybody. A Christian can’t fight 
that way. Not so fought Luther; he 
beat the face before him into a pulp; it 
wasn't pretty, but it was the Reforma- 
tion. So fought the old abolitionist 
speakers. Under showers of eggs and 
vegetables and stones; in coats of tar 
and feathers, but all the time smash— 
smash—smashing at the wrong before 
them until in 1865 they stepped over the 
dead body of slavery and walked 
grimly to their own corner to wash off 
the blood. So fight the prohibitionists 
of today. Hard names and hard 
knocks. If yqu don’t want to be’ hurt, 
keep out of the arena when a Pauline 
reformer is swinging right and left in 


alternation, and sometimes letting go 


both at once. 
“Run a straight course. Fight as 


one who has a definite aim in fighting. 


Bring all your powers to focus on some 
one object. In a recent symposium on 
the question, ‘Why Young Men Fail,’ 
published in the Saturday Evening 
Post of Philalelphia, Robert C. Ogden, 
the executive manager of John Wana- 
maker's great department stores, traces 
the majority of failures in business on 
the part of young men to absence of 
thoroughness.

SAN PEDRO, Sept. 11.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.]

Largt Shipments of Apricots, Beans, 
and Other Products. 
VENTURA, Sept. 11.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The shipments of the va- 
rious products of the county are now 
numerous and heavy, both by rail and 
steamer. The steamer San Pedro, 
Capt. J. R. Harrity, sailed Saturday 
night for San Francisco under special 
charter with a cargo of 2300 bags of 
Lima beans; 201 bags of apricot pitts; 
1672 bags of dried apricots, and 6055 
cases of canned apricots. The apricot 
pitts weighed 120 tons, the dryers and 
canners receiving $5 per ton and up- 
ward for them. Each case of canned 
goods contained twenty-four two and 
a half-pound cans of choice apricots. 
The canned fruit will be reshipped 
from San Francisco to Liverpool and 
London. Other shipments will follow 
immediately. During the month of 
August the shipments from this city 
by rail aggregated fifty-two carloads of 
produce, consisting of eleven carloads 
of dried apricots, eight of canned apri- 
cots, twelve of Lima beans, nine of 
barley, eight of lumber, one of sul- 
phuric acid, one of asphaltum, and 
two of miscellaneous freight.

Superintendent of Giri'’s

Mrs. Helen A. Watson, for many 
years engaged in charitable werk in 
this city, died at the family resi- 
dence at Colegrove yesterday after- 
noon.
